On  motion,  the  following  Regulations  for  the 
Government  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordi- 
nances : 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 
SEWANEE  MILITARY  ACADEMY 

Section  i.  This  property  of  the  University  of  the  South 
is  established  by  and  subject  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
University. 

Sec.  2.  The  adminstration  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Acad- 
emy shall  be  removed  as  far  as  practicable  from  that  of  the 
University  proper,  and  intercourse  shall  be  disallowed  except 
where  in  the  judgment  of  the  authorities  it  becomes  necessary 
or  desirable. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  this  Academy  shall  be  entrusted 
to  the  Head-master,  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  sub- 
ordinate to  the  general  authority  and  control  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  his  official  relation  to  the  finance  and  government 
of  the  domain. 

Sec.  4.  As  chief  administrative  officer  of  this  School  the 
Head-master  is  charged  with  the  control  and  care  of  the  stu- 
dents thereof  in  the  matter  of  their  studies,  their  housing,  their 
morals,  manners  and  spiritual  oversight,  in  the  order  to  be 
preserved  and  the  discipline  to  be  administered,  and  shall 
appoint  his  assistants  in  the  school  and  employees  in  the  house- 
hold and  grounds  of  this  Academy  except  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. He  shall  also  arrange  the  forms  and  courses  of  studies 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of 
Head-master  it  shall  be  filled  in  the  usual  manner  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  the  Executive  Committee  acting  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Any  officer  of  the  Federal  Government  assigned  to 
this  Academy  to  command  the  cadets  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Head-master. 

Sec.  7.  The  Head-master  and  Faculty  including  the  officer 
shall  be  a  Board  for  the  government  of  the  Academy  and  shall 
appoint  a  Librarian,  Proctors,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer  of  the  University  shall  be  the  bursar 
of  the  Academy  and  shall  honor  requisitions  in  bulk  signed  by 
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the  Head-master  and  draw  to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Academy  who  shall  keep  in  detail  the  accounts  of  the  Academy. 
The  income  of  the  Academy  shall  not  be  applied  to  any  other 
department  of  the  University  except  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  or  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  g.  The  Health  Officer  of  the  University  shall  have 
admission  and  access  to  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  at  all 
times. 

Sec.  io.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  students  of  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy  to  attend  the  Morning  Service  at  the  Uni- 
versity Chapel  on  all  Sundays  and  principal  occasions.  Other 
Services  shall  be  provided  for  the  students  of  the  Academy  by 
the  Head-master  who  shall  direct  and  control  the  same. 

Sec.  ii.  The  presence  of  the  students  of  the  Sewanee  Mili- 
tary Academy  is  forbidden  at  the  hotel,  the  supply  store  and  in 
the  buildings  and  on  the  grounds  of  the  Theological  and  Aca- 
demic Department  except  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Proctors  acting  with  the  approval  of  the  Head-master. 

Sec.  12.  All  Applications  for  admission  to  the  Academy  shall 
be  made  to  the  Head-master,  who  shall  furnish  each  matricu- 
lant with  a  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  prescribed  for 
the  Academy. 

The  Committee  on  Library  reported,  and  the  reso- 
lution of  nomination  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee : 

The  Committee  on  Library  are  glad  to  note,  that  during  the 
year  past,  6oi  volumes  have  been  presented  to  the  University. 

Mrs.  George  F.  Edmund,  having  presented  to  the  University 
three  handsome  volumes  of  autographs,  and  autograph  letters, 
with  portraits  of  the  Bishops  of  the  American  Church,  complete 
to  date,  and  also  an  almost  complete  set  of  autograph  letters 
of  the  Canadian  Bishops,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Gifts  be  requested  to  write  to  Mrs.  Edmunds,  thank- 
ing her  for  the  valuable  and  interesting  additions  to  the 
Library. 
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It  is  also  recommended  that  the  present  Librarian,  Mrs.  E. 
H.  Shoup,  who  has  served  so  faithfully  and  efficiently,  be 
reelected  to  the  position. 

Adjournment  until  10  o'clock  next  morning. 


THIRD  DAY 
Tuesday,  June  14,  1910,  10  a.m. 

The  Chancellor  called  the  Bishop  of  Florida  to  the 
chair. 

The  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  reported. 

Resolution  No.  1  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee ;  Resolution  No.  2  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee,  having  before  it  the  report  of  the  Dean  of 
this  Department,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor's  reference  to  the 
same,  points  out  that  there  is  a  deficit  in  this  Department  of 
about  5600  to  be  placed  to  the  debit  side  of  its  account. 

As  this  year  is  the  limit  of  existence  of  the  Law  School  of 
Sewanee,  specific  recommendations  as  to  its  future  are  rendered 
unnecessary. 

Recalling  the  claim  of  the  Dean  for  a  balance  of  $45°.  which 
he  alleges  is  due  on  his  salary  for  1908,  your  Committee  offers 
the  opinion,  after  careful  consideration,  that  as  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  has  pointed  out,  without  acknowledging  the  justice 
of  the  claim,  it  would  be  wise  for  us  to  pay  it. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
following : 

Resolution  No.  7— That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be, 
and  hereby  is  instructed  to  pay,  out  of  the  first  available  funds, 
to  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Department,  the  principal  amount  of 
his  claim,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  sum  of  $151.38,  which 
is  to  be  credited  on  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  to  the  Supply 
Store  Department,  in  satisfaction  of  its  claim. 
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At  the  request  of  Maj.  Chas.  R.  Evans,  Dean  of  the  Chatta- 
nooga School  of  Law,  a  conference  with  your  Committee  was 
held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  an  alliance  between  this 
school  here  and  the  University  of  the  South. 

From  the  statements  made,  and  the  evidence  submitted,  your 
Committee  is  unable  to  perceive  that  the  connection  suggested 
would  be  an  acquisition  to  the  University. 

The  school  has  no  property ;  its  income  is  problematical  and 
your  Committee  can  perceive  how  such  a  connection  might 
both  lead  to  serious  complications,  and  would  certainly  involve 
the  University  in  heavy  expense.  Our  experience  with  a 
School  of  Law  is  too  recent  to  encourage  an  experiment  of  the 
character  proposed. 

Your  Committee  therefore  offers  for  your  adoption  the 
recommendation  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  transmit  to 
Major  Evans,  as  the  sense  of  this  Board,  the  following : 

Resolution  No.  2— That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  the 
time  has  not  come  when  it  can  wisely  attach  to  itself  schools 
of  any  sort  more  or  less  remote  from  its  centre  of  operations. 

The  Committee  on  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy- 
reported  : 

Your  Committee  has  received  with  great  pleasure  the  reports 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Head-master  on  the  outlook  for 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  Having  before  it  the  reports 
of  the  former  and  present  Head-masters  and  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
following  improvements  in  equipment  and  methods  : 

(1)  That  in  our  opinion,  the  Commandant  of  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy  should  be  a  United  States  Army  Officer. 

(2)  That  there  should  be  no  change  in  the  title  of  Head- 
masters and  under  Masters. 

(3)  This  Committee,  after  careful  inspection  of  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy  and  consultation  together,  and  with  the 
Head-master  of  said  Academy,  endorse  the  several  recommen- 
dations in  the  Head-master's  report,  looking  to  the  renovation 
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and  proper  equipment  of  the  Academy  and  the  erection  of  a 
Gymnasium  and  Chapel,  and  strongly  recommends  that  until 
such  time  as  the  proposed  repairs  and  improvements  including 
a  Gymnasuim  and  Chapel  have  been  made,  and  all  reasonable 
needs  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  provided  for,  all  pro- 
fits of  the  S.  M.  A.  be  used  exclusively  for  the  Academy. 

(4)  All  other  recommendations  contained  in  the  Head- 
master's report  we  recommend  be  referred  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  as  we  consider  these  details  can  be  worked  out 
between  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Head-master  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

We  desire  to  express  our  approval  of  the  choice  of  the  pre- 
sent Head-master  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  we  predict 
great  results  from  the  manner  in  which  he  has  already  taken 
hold,  and  your  Committee  recommends  — 

(5)  The  confirmation  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Spearing,  as 
Head-master  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  and  refers 
this  recommendation  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  fix  the 
term  of  office,  and  other  details  of  this  nomination. 

Resolution  1  of  the  report  was,  on  motion  of  the 
Bishop  of  Mississippi,  referred  back  to  the  Committee 
with  request  for  further  consideration.  Resolution 
2  was  adopted.  Resolution  3  was  referred  to  the 
Finance     Committee.       Resolutions   4  and    5     were 

adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Hospi- 
tal reported,  and  the  resolution  appended  thereto 
was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee : 

Resolved,  That  the  Hospital  continue  as  last  year,  and  that 
the  University  appropriate  $1,000  per  year  for  its  maintenance. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported 
no  business  left  unfinished  at  the  session  of  1909. 
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On  motion  the  following  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Order  and  Discipline  : 

Resolved,  That  the  erection  of  a  Chapel  at  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy  is  desirable,  provided  that  all  Celebrations 
of  the  Holy  Communion  for  the  S.  M.  A.  on  Sundays,  be  held 
in  the  University  Chapel. 

The  Committee  on  the  Reorganization  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  reported  : 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  present  the  following  report, 
viz. :  Your  Committee  has  carefully  weighed  the  arguments  in 
favor  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  realizes 
their  force  and  value.  The  Board,  as  at  present  constituted, 
is  too  large  and  unwieldy  to  deal  with  details  of  finance  and 
local  administration.  The  methods  of  elections  in  the  various 
Dioceses  are  not  such  as  to  ensure  the  very  best  quality  of 
membership  in  the  Board ;  and  the  numerical  size  of  the  Board 
makes  it  almost  impossible  to  get  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  any  annual  meeting.  There  is  considerable  force 
in  the  argument  that  business  men,  who  are  willing  to  give 
money  for  endowment  purposes,  are  not  favorably  impressed 
with  the  efficiency  of  a  Board,  constituted  as  ours  is,  to  take 
care  of  and  manage  the  properties  of  a  university. 

These  are  the  strongest  arguments  in  favor  of  reorganization 
of  the  Board,  and  against  them,  your  Committee  would  state 
the  following  facts  on  the  other' side  : 

(i)  The  election  of  Trustees  by  the  various  Dioceses  and  the 
annual  reports  from  the  Trustees  of  Sewanee  to  the  Diocesan 
Conventions  are  advertisement  for  the  University  of  very  great 
value,  and,  whether  ideally  complete  or  not,  such  official  and 
recognized  connection  with  the  Dioceses  is  a  great  asset  to 
the  University  of  the  South.  It  would  be  a  deplorable  loss  to 
Sewanee  to  break  or  terminate  this  official  connection  with  the 
Dioceses  of  the  Church. 

(2)  In  the  second  place,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  delegated 
plenary  powers  to  an  Executive  Committee  of  nine  members, 
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which  has  been  permitted  for  the  past  five  years  at  least,  to 
control,  for  all  practical  purposes,  the  policy  of  the  Board.  No 
officer  of  the  University  can  be  elected  by  the  Board  without 
the  nomination  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  fact,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  its  own  statutory  regula- 
tions, has  made  itself  more  and  more  a  Board  of  Advice  and 
counsel  to  its  Executive  Committee. 

(3)  Your  Committee  therefore  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved  (1),  That  it  is  inexpedient  for  this  Board  of  Trustees 
to  take  any  steps  towards  changing  the  mode  of  appointment  of 
the  members  of  this  Board,  i.e.  the  election  by  the  Conventions 
of  the  various  Dioceses. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordi- 
nances be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  change  the  name 
"  Executive  Committee,"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  Ordinances 
and  resolutions,  to  "  Board  of  Regents." 

Resolved  (3),  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, a  Board  of  Regents,  consisting  of  twelve  members,  of 
whom  three  shall  be  Bishops,  three  presbyters,  and  six  laymen, 
and  not  less  then  nine  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Amend  Ordinance  2  Section  1  by  substituting  the  above  for 
the  first  sentence  and  by  substituting  in  the  eighth  line  for  the 
word  "  three  "   the   word   "  four." 

Resolved  (4),  That  no  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the 
University,  whether  in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure, 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without 
the  previous  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Ordinances  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  incorporate  the  above 
resolutions,  relating  to  the  membership,  and  election  and  au- 
thority of  the  Board  of  Regents,  in  a  constitutional  enactment, 
so  that  it  shall  be  part  of  the  organic  law  of  the  University  ; 
and  that  the   said    Committee  be  authorized   to    make  such 
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changes  in  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  make  them  conform  to  said  provisions. 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Registrar  of  the 
University  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  omit  the  names  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  from  the  University  Catalogue,  and  to 
print  only  the  names  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  it  being  under- 
stood that  this  does  not  apply  to  the  printed  report  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Add  .to  the  foregoing  resolutions  the  following 
Minority  Report,  by  H.  G.  Seibels,  viz. : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  and  instructed  to  petition  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  University  of 
the  South  by  dropping  out  the  words  "shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  "  and  that  the  same 
change  he  made  in  the  Constituiton. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be  instructed  to 
draw  up  a  statement  showing  that  this  change  in  the  Charter 
does  not  involve  any  discontinuance  of  the  Church's  control 
over  the  University,  which  is  secured  by  the  Diocesan  election 
of  the  Trustees,  and  the  ex  officio  membership  of  the  Bishops  :— 
and  that  this  statement  be  sent  to  the  various  Dioceses. 

Consideration  of  the  report  was  made  the  special 
order  of  business  for  4  o'clock,  p.m. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  moved  that  the  minority 
report  of  the  Committee  be  considered  in  the  dis- 
cussion as  an  amendment  to  the  report  of  the  ma- 
jority, and  be  considered  as  part  of  the  order  of  the 
day.      The  motion  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  1 8  to  8. 

Recess. 
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3  o'clock  P.M. 

The  Chancellor  presiding. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston  reported  for  the  Sanitary 
Committee ;  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report 
were  adopted  seriatim,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston 
was  designated  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  fund  suggested 
in  Resolution  3. 

Your  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  respectfully  reports 
as  follows : 

(1)  That  with  the  Health  Officer's  reports  for  the  past  two 
years,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  for  the  past  year  before 
them,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  abso- 
lutely inexcusable  for  this  Board  to  adjourn  without  taking 
some  definite  action  looking  to  the  relief,  if  not  the  remedy  of 
the  dangerously  unsanitary  conditions  that  exist  here,  parti- 
cularly as  regards  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  excreta. 

(2)  As  a  minimum,  your  Committee  recomends  and  be  it 

Resolved  (1),  That  septic  tanks  be  put  in,  before  the  opening 
of  next  session,  at  the  Hoffman  Hall,  Walsh  Memorial  Hall, 
Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  and  the  Sewanee  Inn,  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Health  Officer,  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor. 

(3)  Your  Committee  reports  that  the  Civic  League  of  Se- 
wanee has  generously  offered  to  bear  the  expense  of  putting  in 
the  septic  tank  at  the  Inn,  provided  the  University  puts  in  other 
septic  tanks,  and  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (1),  That  this  offer  be  accepted  with  expressions  of 
gratitude,  and 

Resolved (3),  That  this  Board  of  Trustees  raise  by  personal 
subscriptions  the  sum  of  $550,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  septic 
tanks  as  Hoffman  Walsh,  and  Quintard  Halls,  of  which  amount 
your  Committee  hereby  subscribes  $100.    Also, 

Resolved  (4) ,  That  all  lease-holders  who  now  use  the  water 
works  for  disposing  of  sewage  or  excreta,  be  required  to  put 
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in  septic  tanks  within  the  next  year,  and  that  in  future  no  one 
be  allowed  to  connect  with  the  water-works  system  for  sewage 
purposes  without  putting  in  a  septic  tank  approved  by  the 
Health  Officer  and  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University.     Also, 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  Water  Works  Co.  be  required  to  take- 
immediate  steps  either  to  put  its  present  reservoir  in  a  sanitary 
condition  and  to  make  better  provision  against  the  threatened 
contamination  of  the  water  therein,  or  else  build  a  new  reservoir 
in  a  more  favorable  location.     Also, 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  call 
to  the  attention  of  all  residents  on  the  mountain,  the  danger  of 
contaminating  the  drinking  water  used  by  the  University,  and 
urge  them  to  join  with  him  in  a  crusade  against  all  local 
unsanitary   conditions. 

The  Committee  on  Academic  Department  reported, 
through  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  and  the  resolution 
appended  thereto  was  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  has  carefully  examined  the  report  of  the 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  It  is  a  matter  for 
grave  regret  that  during  the  present  year,  there  were  consider- 
ably fewer  students  than  last  year.  This  we  may  be  sure  is 
due  in  large  measure  to  the  high  standard  of  our  entrance 
requirements  coupled  with  the  fact  that  state  institutions  have 
much  lower  standards.  Nevertheless,  the  present  graduating 
class  — between  twenty  and  twenty-five  — is  perhaps  the  largest 
in  the  history  'of  the  University.  The  Committee  rejoices  to 
report  that  during  the  present  year,  the  work  of  the  students, 
on  the  whole,  has  been  excellent,  and  we  need  feel  no  dis- 
couragement with  reference  to  the  future  of  this  department. 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  with  regard  to  B.A.  and  B.C.E.  hoods,  be  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  Nominations,  as  follows  : 
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Your  Committee  find  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
C.  K.  Nelson,  D.D.,  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
expires  with  this  meeting,  and  they  nominate  him  for  reelec- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Robmson,  being  no  longer  a  member  of  this 
Board,  they  nominate  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Davis  to  fill  this  vacancy. 
And  the  Rev.  Jos.  H.  Spearing  having  resigned  his  position  on 
the  Committee,  to  accept  the  Head-mastership  of  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy,  the  Committee  nominate  the  Rev.  C.  T. 
Wright  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  existing. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  expired  term  of  Mr.  J.  D. 
Shaffer,  the  Committee   nominate  Mr.  A.  C.  Leigh. 

On  the  Joint  Committee  on  Endowments  and  Maintenance: 

From  the  Board  of  Trustees— Rt.  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D.,  Mr. 
W.  D.  Gale,  Mr.  A.  C.  Leigh. 

From  the  Alumni  Association  —  J.  H.  P.  Hodgson,  M.D.> 
Mr.  D.  C.  Gillette,  Mr.  H.  G.  Seibels. 

For  Health  Officer  — Dr.  R.  M.  Kirby-Smith. 

For  Historiographer —  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  of  the  Board  for  the  nominees  on 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  ballot  being  cast, 
they  were  declared  duly  elected  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee:  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson,  D.D., 
Rev.  C.  M.  Davis,  Rev.  C.  T.  Wright,  Mr.  A.  C. 
Leigh. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Reese,  declined  reelection 
on  the  Joint  Committee  on  Endowments  and  Main- 
tenance, and  nominated  Mr.  A.  H.  Robinson,  of 
Nashville  in  his  stead.      Mr.  Robinson  was  elected. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Leigh  declined  election  on  the  same 
Committee,  and  nominated  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  of 
Nashville.      Mr.  Mikell  was  elected. 
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The  nominations  for  Health  Officer,  and  Histori- 
ographer were  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  discussion  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Reorganization  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  resolutions  were  taken 
up  seriatim. 

Resolution  No.  I  was  adopted. 
Pending  discussion  of  resolution  No.  2.  the  Bishop 
of  Florida  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  Chancellor 
spoke  to  the  subject 

The  Chancellor  resumed  the  chair. 
Resolution  No.  2  was  adopted. 
Pending    discussion     on     Resolution    No.    3,    the 
Bishop  of  Southern  Florida  was  called  to  the  chair. 
Resolution  No.  3   was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitutions  and  Ordinances. 

Resolutions  No.  4  and  5  were  adopted. 
Resolution  No.  3  was  postponed  until  final  action 
on  the  Board  of  Regents.  The  entire  report  was 
then  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Ordinances,  with  the  understanding  that  the  action 
already  taken  was  contingent  on  the  action  taken 
finally  on  the  report  of  this  Committee. 

The  Minority  report  of  the  Committee  was  next 
placed  upon  its  passage,  with  the  Chancellor  in  the 
chair. 

Discussion  of  Resolution  No.  1  was  entered  upon. 
Pending  discussion,   adjournment  was  had  until  9 
o'clock  next  morning.      The  Chancellor  reminded  the 
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Board  that  this  was  the  anniversary  of  the  death  of 
the  late  Vice-Chancellor,  B.  L.  Wiggins,  and  bade 
the  Board  to  prayer. 


FOURTH  DAY 

Wednesday,  June  15,  10:30  a.m. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  presiding. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  submitted  the  following 
supplementary  report,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Se- 
wanee  Military  Academy,  which  was  adopted  : 

Under  the  instructions  of  the  Board  to  confer  with  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  the  Head-master  together,  your  Committee 
perceives  a  perfect  and  cordial  understanding  between  these 
vo  officers  in  reference  to  policy  and  methods  of  the  Academy, 
ax  \  we  therefore  beg  leave  to  withdraw  from  our  report  all  ref er- 
encL  to  the  Commandant,  as  being  unnecessary,  and  ask  that 
this  recommendation  be  stricken  from  the  report  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Seaman  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  having  carefully  considered  that  portion  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  bearing  upon  the  Theological 
Department,  together  with  the  report  of  the  acting  Dean  of  the 
Department,  and  such  other  information  as  they  could  obtain, 
beg  to  report  a  most  gratifying  manifestation  of  interest, 
enthusiasm  and  determination  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and 
friends  of  the  department,  in  practicable  and  definite  en- 
deavors to  increase  the  efficiency  thereof. 

Through  the  efforts  of  individuals,  substantial  gifts  have 
been  made  such  as  will  serve  to  increase  the  physical  comfort 
and  intellectual  attainment  of  the  students.     Systematic  effort 
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has  been  made  to  draw  into  closer  contact  with  the  Seminary 
the  Southern  Bishops  and  Alumni. 

The  faculty  have  been  active  in  their  efforts  to  insure  and 
facilitate  the  election  of  a  Dean,  and  to  pave  the  way  for  who- 
ever may  be  elected  to  that  office,  to  build  up  the  department 
upon  a  firm  scholastic  basis. 

It  is  noted  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  two  terms  just 
closed  have  been  the  most  regular  and  uninterrupted  for  many 
years.  Most  regrettable  is  the  fact  that  only  seven  regular 
Theological  students  are  at  present  enrolled,  but  it  is  en- 
couraging to  know  that  more  postulants  than  usual  are  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  taking  full  and  regular  courses. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  lay  seriously  upon  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  the  Episcopal,  clerical  and  lay  Trustees  the  absolute 
necessity  of  their  u.  ertaking  to  turn  more  men  and  greater 
support  towards  this  c  partment.  Both  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
the  Acting  Dean  e:  iress  the  desire  for  closer  relation  be- 
tween the  Bishops  anc  the  Theological  School,  and  with  unusual 
emphasis  welcome  tH  movement  inaugurated  last  year  looking 
to  the  visitation  of  thi  School  by  three,  at  least,  of  the  Bishops 
each  year. 

Your  Committee  venture  to  bring  this  expression  of  our 
Executive  officers  to  the  attention  of  the  Bishops,  and  to 
remind  them  that  the  special  conference  of  the  Bishops  upon 
the  affairs  of  the  school,  last  year  inaugurated,  may  well  be- 
come a  feature  of  our  annual  gatherings. 

Your  Committee  sympathizes  with  the  desire  of  the  faculty  to 
adopt  a  high  entrance  standard  of  all  students  entering  the 
school.  It  is  proposed  to  make  a  college  degree  a  requirement 
for  such  admission.  An  immediate  change,  however,  would 
not  be  wise,  nor  practicable.  We  recommend  that  the  entire 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Theological  Faculty  and  the  Heb- 
domadal Board,  that  the  details  of  suggested  relations  between 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  that  of  Theology  may  be 
more  perfectly  worked  out. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Turstees  be 
expressed,  through  the  Committee  on   Gifts,   to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
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Tidball,  the  Rev.  A.  R.   Gray,  and   Miss  Alice   M.  Hall,  for 
their  valuable  and  timely  donations. 

Resolved '(a),  That  like  thanks  be  similarly  expressed  to  the 
Rev.  Dr.  George  S.  Bishop  for  the  two  pri7.es  of  $5°  and  $25  as 
Divinity  Prizes  for  Theological  Essays. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Board  approve  the  purpose  and  plan 
of  the  Rev  Messrs.  W.  H.  DuBose,  W.  S.  Claiborne,  John  B- 
Cannon,  and  Miss  Hall,  to  equip  and  maintain  a  room  in  St. 
Luke's  Hall  to  be  known  as  "The  Dr.  DuBose  Guest  Cham- 
ber," and  to  be  used  especially  for  the  entertainment  of  visiting 
Alumni  of  the  Theological  Department. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  appeal  for  the  immediate  repairs  of 
the  roof  and  the  other  portions  of  St.  Luke's  Hall  be  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  that  said  Committee  be  and 
hereby  is  urged  to  give  as  prompt  and  full  relief  as  poss.ble. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  list  of  amounts  apportioned  the  Dio- 
ceses and  Missionary  Districts  be  printed  in  the  abstract  of 
Proceedings,  showing  the  amounts  paid  by  each  Diocese  and 
Missionary  District  during  thefrear  previous. 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  Board  heartily  commend  the  efforts 
of  the  Faculty  to  raise  the  standard  for  admission  into  the 
Department,  and  refer  the  matter  to  said  faculty  and  Heb- 
domadal Board  for  the  arrangement  of  details,  that  may  be 
adopted  by  this  Board,  as  soon  as  expedient. 

Resolved  (7),  That  the  Rev.  C.  K.  Benedict,  B.D,  be  nomi- 
nated Dean  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Theology  and  Homiletics,  with  the  Rev.  R.  t. 
Rollins,  B.D.,  and  the  Rev.  C.  T.  A.  Pise,  D.D.,  alternates. 

Resolutions  I,  2,  3,  4.  5,  6,  were  adopted.  Pen- 
ding discussion  on  Resolution  7  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta 
placed  in  nomination  as  Dean,  the  Rev.  C.  T.  A. 
Pise,  D.D.,  and  the  Committee  added  his  name  to 
their  report,  and  the  resolution  as  thus  amended  was 
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referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  :  the  report  was 

then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  reported  : 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  find  them  correct. 

An  examination  of  the  report  shows  a  continued  and  in- 
creasing deficit.  Notes  payable  May  31,  1910,  amounting  to 
#70,330.68.  It  is  hoped  that  in  a  short  time  the  remaining  69 
bonds  of  the  #150,000  bond  issue  may  be  placed,  thereby  saving 
the  difference  between  five  per  cent  and  six  per  cent  on  these 
obligations. 

But  the  defici-  W  the  current  year  will  be  about  #20,000. 
We  have  practi;  j|  reached  the  point  when  we  cannot  stretch 
our  resources  mi  }£ urther,  and  we  are  face  to  face  with  a 
crisis.  f 

The  two  great  needs  are  students  and  endowment.  A  com- 
mission may  care  for  the  latter,  but  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  University,  must  make  a 
united  effort  to  secure  students  for  both  the  University  and  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

We  recommend  the  following : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  author- 
izing the  fiscal  year  from  August  31  to  August  31,  be  approved. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  apply 
each  year  the  balance  of  such  scholarships  as  are  not  specifically 
controlled  by  their  foundations  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Resolved^),  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to 
appoint  a  sub-committee  of  three  on  Finance,  that  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  may  not  carry  the  whole  financial  burden. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  Resolution  No.  1,  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  the  Law  Department,  be  adopted. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee 
on  the  Hodgson  Infirmary  be  adopted,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
be  instructed  to  pay  no  more  than  $1,000  for  this  purpose. 
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Resolved  (6),  That  the  Head-master  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  be  authorized  to  employ  a  clerk  for  four  months  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  #50  per  month,  to  be  charged  against  the  S. 
M.  A. 

Resolved  (7),  That  the  Head-master  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  in  conference  with  the  Vice-Chancellor,  be  authorized 
to  make  all  necessary  repairs  in  Quintard  Hall,  and  to  provide 
such  equipments  as  may  be  needed. 

Resolved  (8),  That  Resolution  No.  3  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Resolved  (9),  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor relating  to  the  five  per  cent  commission  on  scholarships 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Resolutions  No  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  were  adopted. 

The  Chancellor  resumed  the  chair. 

On  motion,  Resolution  No.  8  was  amended  to  the 
effect  that  the  resolution  be  referred  with  instructions, 
and  the  resolution  so  amended  was  adopted. 

Resolution  No  9  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances 
reported: 

(1)  That  the  proposed  new  rules  and  regulations  in  reference 
to  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  have  been  referred  to  this 
Committee. 

(2)  That  after  careful  examination  thereof,  and  comparing 
the  same  with  the  rules  and  regulations  now  in  force,  your 
Committee  is  fully  satisfied  that  the  new  subjects  brought  out 
in  said  report  are  practically  covered  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations heretofore  enacted.    We   deem    changes  therein  inex- 
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pedient  and    therefore    offer  the    following    resolutions    and 
recommend  its  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  it  would  be  unwise  to  prescribe  further  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  and  coordination  of  the 
S.  M.  A. 

The  resolution  was  placed  upon  its  passage. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  moved  as  an  amendment 
to  the  report  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  On  a  vote  being  taken, 
division  was  called  for,  and  the  amendment  was 
adopted  by  a  vote  of  1 3  to  8. 

Major  Smith  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances  with  a  proposed  amendment 
to  the  Ordinances  relative  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  report 
was  recommitted  with  instructions  to  report  said  pro- 
posed alterations  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion.

The  Chancellor  presiding. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  offered  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  the  S.  M.  A.  and  as  an  amendment  to 
their  report,  the  following  recommendation,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Head-master  in  con- 
ference with  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  set  the 
opening  and  closing  days  of  the  Academy  one  week  earlier  than 
the  Commencement  Day  of  the  other  departments. 
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The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  reported  : 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  considered 
carefully  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  and  other  matters  placed 
in  our  hands. 

For  your  consideration,  we  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

(1)  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  Dr.  Tidball,  the 
Rev.  A.  R.  Gray,  and  Miss  Alice  M.  Hall  for  their  generous 
contributions  to  the  Theological  Department. 

(2)  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  the  Altar  Guild  for 
generous  contributions  in  fitting  up  the  Choir  Stalls  in  All 
Saintsj  Chapel,  and  to  unknown  contributors  for  Chancel 
furniture. 

(3)  That  the  Fraternities  on  the  Mountain  be  exempt  from 
ground  rent  on  Chapter  houses  which  they  have  erected. 

(4)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  requested  by 
this  Board  to  have  the  old  building,  formerly  known  as  St. 
Augustine's  Chapel  torn  down. 

Further,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  use  the 
material  of  the  old  Chapel  for  any  purpose  that  may  be  sug- 
gested by  necessities  that  may  arise  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  University. 

Resolutions  Nos.  I,  2,  and  4  were  adopted.  Reso- 
lution No.  3  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances 
reported  : 

In  compliance  with  instructions  of  your  honorable  body, 
your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding  an 
Article,  to  be  designated  Article  4,  and  to  read  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE   IV 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents 
from  their  own  body,  consisting  of  three   Bishops,  three  Pres- 
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byters,  and  six  laymen.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Regents,  and  ex  officio  chairman.  The  tenure  of 
office  shall  be  three  years.  As  the  term  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  expire,  there  successors  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years,  and  four  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  be 
elected  annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  powers  of, 
and  act  for,  the  Board  of  Trustees  while  the  Board  is  not  in 
session,  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not 
in  conflict  with  the  Charter,  Constitution,  and  Ordinances  of 
the  Corporation.  They  shall  keep  full  and  explicit  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  and  report  their  action  to  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  effecting  the  finances  of  the  University, 
whether  in  the  matter  of  investment,  expenditure,  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  without  the  previous 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Resolved,  That  the  numbers  of  the  succeeding  Articles  of  the 
Constitution  be  changed  to  conform  to  the  above. 

The  proposed  amendment  was  placed  upon  -its 
passage: 

Section  1  of  the  Proposed  Article  of  the  Con- 
stitution was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  four  Bishops,  two 
presbyters,  and  four  laymen,  being  a  majority  of 
those  present,  a  quorum  being  present. 

Section  2  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Section  3  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  six  Bishops, 
four  Presbyters,  and  four  laymen,  being  a  majority 
of  those  present,  a  quorum  being  present. 

The  appended  resolution  was  adopted  unani- 
mously. 

The  proposed  amendment  was  laid  over  for  final 
action  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 
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Mr.  Gale  presented  the  report  of  the  Endowment 
Committee,  which  was  received,  and  ordered  placed 
on  record.     (See  Appendix  III.) 

On  motion,  of  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  special  committees  be  appointed  by  this 
Board,  with  instructions  in  duties  to  be  performed  between 
sessions  of  the  Board,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  this  Board  to  notify  the  Chairman  of  such  committee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Thanks  for  Gifts  to  the  University,  as 
follows,  and  the  report  with  its  resolutions  was 
adopted : 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  report,  it  has  written  a  letter  of 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Geo.  F.  Edmunds,  for  three  volumes  of  auto- 
graphs and  photographs  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church.  As  a 
suitable  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  the  donors  of  the  many  gifts  which  have  been  presented 
to  the  University,  your  Committee  asks  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  tendered  the 
donors  of  601  volumes  to  the  Library  of  the  University. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  tendered  to 
Dr.  Bishop  for  his  efforts  in  securing  two  valuable  prizes  for 
the  students  in  Divinity,  called  the  Divinity  Prizes. 

Resolved (3),  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  tendered  to 
the  donors  of  the  numerous  gifts  which  have  been  presented  to 
the  University  for  use  in  the  Chapel. 

In  returning  our  thanks,  we  wish  to  express  our  apppeciation 
of  the  memorials  which  are  so  appropriate  that  they  can  always 
be  used,  and  the  handsome  fittings  given  by  the  Altar  Guild  and 
the  contributions  of  money,  which  have  made  the  temporary 
Chapel  quite  complete. 
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The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  were  voted  on  separately,  and  adopted  by 
the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  $125.00  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  for 
his  services  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Board 
be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and,  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's 
minutes,  and  to  designate  what  portions  thereof  shall  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be,  and 
are,  hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  other  officers 
of  the  University  and  to  the  residents  of  Sewanee  for  their 
gracious  hospitality,  shown  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
during  this  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  designate 
some  member  of  the  Board  to  append,  in  the  event  of  his 
absence,  his  signature  to  the  Minutes. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  just  passed,  the 
Chancellor  designated  Bishop  Guerry. 

The   Chair  called  up  the  Minority  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 
/    Mr.  Seibels  spoke  to  the  subject. 

Pending  discussion,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  the  Board  went  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  with  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in  the  chair,  to 
discuss  the  present  conditions  of  the  University. 
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The  Committee  of  the  Whole  arose,  and  reported 
through  its  Chairman,  the  following  resolutions  ;  which 
were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  place  in  the  field  a  Commissioner  of 
Endowment,  to  be  selected  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Execu- 
tive Committee,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $4,000  and  all 
traveling  expenses.  And  that  this  Board,  acting  with  the 
Alumni  Association,  provided  they  accept  the  obligation,  hold 
itself  responsible  for  the  salary. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  this  canvass 
should  be  first  made  in  the  South,  and  especially  in  the  Dio- 
ceses affiliated  with  the  University. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  that  a  Pastoral  Letter,  issued  by  the  Bishops  pres- 
ent at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  any  other  Bishops  of  the 
Board  who  may  be  willing  to  sign  same,  would  result  in  great 
benefit  to  the  University. 

On  motion  the  following  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees,  feeling  the  need  of  more 
thorough  cooperation  of  the  Dioceses  composing  this  union, 
especially  in  the  prompt  and  regular  attendance  of  elected  del- 
egates, and  in  the  careful  selection  of  such  delegates  with 
reference  to  fitness  and  practicability  of  attendance,  appeals  to 
the  Dioceses  to  exercise  great  care  and  consideration  in  this 
matter. 

Resolved,  That  this  action  be  communicated,  with  request  for 
attention,  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocese. 

Adjournment  until  9  o'clock  next  morning.

The  Chancellor  presiding. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  submitted 
as  a  supplementary  report  a  resolution  of  thanks  to 
the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  for  his  work  in  making  the 
new  Chapel  habitable,  and  ready  for  the  use  of  the 
University,  and  the  Committee  on  Thanks  for  Gifts 
to  the  University  was  requested  to  convey  the  thanks 
of  this  Board  to  Mr.  Gray. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  the  repairs  needed  on  St.  Luke's 
Hall  omitted  from  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  submitted  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  University  Extension.  The  reso- 
lutions appended  to  the  report  was  adopted  as  a 
whole,  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  University  Extension  Department  has  now 
been  in  existence  for  three  years,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  residents  on  the  mountain  and  others  who  have 
attended  its  course  of  lectures  has  fully  justified  the  wisdom  of 
establishing  such  a  department,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Norman  Guthrie, 
Director  of  the  Extension  Course  are  to  be  commended,  and  his 
work  encouraged,  and  put  upon  a  more  stable  and  business-like 
basis,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

(1)  That  all  properties  and  other  equipment  of  the  Uni- 
versity, necessary  to  the  practical  efficiency  of  this  Department 
such  as  the  use  of  the  Chapels,  class  rooms,  lecture  rooms,  and 
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the  dormitories  for  lodging  purposes  only,  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  University  Extension  Department,  acting  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  or  in  his  absence,  with  the  Commissary,  pro- 
vided that  such  use  entail  no  expense  to  the  University. 

(2)  That  official  notice  be  given  of  the  opening  of  the  Sum- 
mer Extension  Session,  beginning  July  3,  and  continuing 
through  August  28. 

(3)  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  be  empowered  to 
employ  a  Secretary,  not  a  resident  at  the  time  of  his  engage- 
ment, without  salary ;  such  Secretary  to  be  given  free  lodging, 
board  and  tuition,  as  compensation  for  his  services. 

(4)  We  strongly  urge  for  the  promotion  of  University  Exten- 
sion work,  the  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  of  an  un- 
salaried executive  representative  in  all  large  towns  of  the  South, 
to  serve  as  a  source  of  official  information  and  a  means  of  dis- 
tribution of  University  Literature  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  obtaining  students,  endowment,  and  providing  engagements 
for  extension  lectures  in  his  locality.  This  agent  of  the  de- 
partment to  be  known  as  "  University  Commissioner  to 

city,"  and  his  duties  to  be  independent  of  those  or  the  Alumni 
Commissioner. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  has  heard  with  approval  of  the 
work  done  at  Sewanee  in  the  publication  of  what  is  known  as 
the  "  Sewanee  Theological  Library." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston  reported  that  he  had,  up  to 
date,  received  $472  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the 
septic  tanks  needed  at  the  University. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  presiding. 

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances 
reported  through  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  "that 
nothing  has  been  presented  for  consideration." 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  appoint  a  Secretary  for  the 
collection  of  the  salary  of  the  Commissioner  of  Endowment 
appointed  by  this  Board,  from  the  members  of  this  Board ;  and 
the  Chancellor  appointed  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  for  the  Revision  of  the  Minutes 
of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
incorporate  in  the  printed  report  all  amendments  which  were 
adopted  in  the  Constitution  or  Ordinances. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  after  the  Commence- 
ment Exercises.

The  Chancellor  presiding. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  In  December  1907,  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta  (here- 
tofore a  part  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia)  came  into  being,  and 
thereby  added  one  to  the  Confederation  of  Dioceses  comprising 
the  University  of  the  South, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  and  instructed  to  cause  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta  to 
appear  properly  on  the  Seal  of  this  University. 

The  minutes  of  this  day's  session  were  read  and 
adopted. 

After  remarks  by  the  Chancellor,  and  the  Bene- 
diction, the  Board,  on  motion,  adjourned  sine  die.

Gentlemen  :     I  beg  to  submit  my    annual    report    for    the 

»  academic   year   which   began    September    16,    1909,    and    is   to 

end  June  16,  1910. 

Deaths 

The  Rev.  Francis  Johnston  Murdoch,  D.D.,  died  June  22, 
1909,  at  the  age  of  sixty-three.  Dr.  Murdoch  was  ordained 
by  Bishop  Atkinson  in  1868  and  spent  his  clerical  life  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  serving  as  Rector  of  St.  Luke's, 
Salisbury,  for  thirty-seven  years.  At  every  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention  since  1889  Dr.  Murdoch  represented  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  a  clerical  deputy.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1884,  representing 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  most  of  the  time  was  a 
valuable  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Distinguished 
as  a  preacher  and  administrator,  he  was  no  less  known  for 
his  influence  over  young  men.  His  vigorous  churchmanship, 
his  interest  in  the  social  welfare  of  the  people  and  his  co- 
operation in.  educational  affairs  makes  his  loss  especially  felt 
by  the  University  and  by  the  Church.  He  was  a  generous 
benefactor  of  the  University  in  the  valuable  collections  of 
works  presented  to  the  Library. 

Col.  W.  W.  Lumpkin  died  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina, 
on  the  12th  of  March,  1910.  He  was  elected  a  Trustee  from 
his  Diocese  in  1904  and  served  continuously  on  the  Board 
until  his  death. 

On  the  9th  of  December,  1909,  at  Falls  Church,  Virginia, 
the   Rev.  Johannes    Adam   Oertel,  D.D.,  died  in  his   eighty- 
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eighth  year.  Dr.  Oertel  was  a  native  of  Bavaria,  who  studied 
and  practiced  the  art  of  painting  and  kindred  arts  in  his  na- 
tive land  until  1848,  and  subsequent  to  that  year  in  this  country. 
His  chief  attention  was  given  to  sacred  art.  His  "Rock  of 
Ages"  is  known  all  over  the  world  through  reproductions. 
His  "Shadow  of  a  Rock"  was  exhibited  at  the  Centennial 
Exposition  in  Philadelphia  in  1876,  and  was  given  to  this 
University  two  years  later.  Dr.  Oertel  has  since  given  to 
the  University  the  four  large  paintings  representing  the 
"Plan  of  Redemption,"  his  "Jesus  or  Barrabas"  and  six 
smaller  paintings,  besides  the  "Crucifixion"  and  the  "Twelve 
Apostles"  intended  origins'ly  for  an  altar  piece.  The  large 
number  of  contributions  Dr.  Cartel  has  made  to  sacred  art 
in  other  places  are  winning  increased  appreciation  as  the  years 
go  by  and  the  paintings  we  have  at  Sewanee  will  also  grow 
in  favor  when  they  can  be  more  suitably  hung  than  at  present 
and  their  meaning  better  understood.  Dr.  Oertel  was  in  1886 
a  provisional  member  of  your  Board,  and  while  making  his 
home  in  Sewanee  held  the  title  of  Lecturer  on  Art.  He  de- 
livered here  a  number  of  lectures  on  Christian  symbolism 
and  Christian  art  in  1902  and  1903.  This  University  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  D.D.  on  him  in  1000,  thus  recognizing 
our  interest  in  his  labors  on  behalf  of  Christian  art. 

On  the  18th  of  December,  1909,  Major  Mason  Carter,  U.S.A. 
Retired,  died  in  Los  Angeles,  California.  Major  Carter  was 
assigned  by  the  War  Department  to  be  Commandant  of  Ca- 
dets in  Sewanee  in  1901  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  the 
spring  of  1908.  His  career  in  the  United  States  Army  began 
before  the  Civil  War  and  for  many  years  he  was  engaged 
in  the  numerous  wars  with  the  Indians. 

On  the  29th  of  December,  1909,  the  Rev.  Robert  Afton  Hol- 
land, S.T.D.,  D.C.L.  died  in  St.  Louis.  Dr.  Holland  had  long 
enjoyed  a  wide  reputation  as  scholar,  thinker  and  preacher 
and  as  an  expounder  of  Hegelian  philosophy.  In  1905  he 
came  to  Sewanee  and  delivered  a  course  of  lectures  before 
the  Summer  School  of  Theology  on  the  relation  of  the  physic- 
al sciences  and  of  scientific  hypothesis  in  general  to  ulti- 
mate truth,   and   other  lectures  and  addresses.     The  Univer- 
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sity  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  D.C.L.  in  1907.  He 
was  subsequently  elected  Lecturer  on  the  Philosophy  of  Re- 
ligion in  the  University  and  entered  with  characteristic  zest 
into  the  life  of  Sewanee ;  lectured  and  preached  for  us  on 
occasions  and  contributed  to  The  Sewanee  Review. 

We  regret  to  announce  to  you  other  deaths  in  our  own 
community.  In  October,  Mrs.  Emma  B.  Tucker,  for  many 
years  a  resident  of  Sewanee  and  beloved  by  students  and 
members  of  the  University  alike,  died  after  a  lingering  ill- 
ness. In  December  the  death  of  Mrs.  Samuel  M.  Barton  after 
a  short  illness  cast  a  gloom  over  the  mountain.  All  joined 
in  deepest  sympathy  to  Dr.  Barton  and  the  sorrowing  family. 
Her  loss  is  especially  felt.  Shortly  afterwards  news  of  the 
death,  in  Naples,  of  Dr.  A.  M.  Moore,  U.  S.  N.  Retired,  was 
received.  Dr.  Moore,  though  not  officially  connected  with 
the  University,  had  very  closely  identified  himself  with  the 
place  and  commanded  the  respect  and  kindliest  feeling  of  the 
community.  Mrs.  Charles  M.  Richardson  died  in  Montgom- 
ery, Alabama,  in  February,  and  her  remains  were  brought  to 
Sewanee  for  sepulture.  You  will  remember  her  quaint,  sweet 
personality  in  our  midst  for  so  many  years.  Many  an  alum- 
nus of  this  University  will  feel  a  personal  loss  in  her  death.

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 

During  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  Dr.  A.  H.  Licklider,  of 
Dartmouth   College,  was   elected    professor  of   English,    and 

Walter   Hullihen,   Ph.D.,    of   the   University   of    Chattanooga, 
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was  elected  Professor  of  Greek.  Dr.  Hullihen,  upon  notifica- 
tion of  his  election,  accepted  the  Chair  of  Greek,  entered  upon 
his  duties  as  professor  and  has  proved  most  satisfactory. 
His  knowledge  of  athletic  conditions  in  the  South  makes  him 
a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  Faculty,  and  he  was  elected  Ath- 
letic Director  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board  at  the  time  of  re- 
adjustment of  athletic  control  by  the  University.  I  consider 
his   election  a   most   fortunate   one. 

Dr.  Licklider  declined  the  election  to  the  Professorship 
of  English.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  at 
Sewanee  in  July,  Mr.  Starke  Young,  of  the  University  of 
Texas,  was  elected  to  the  English  chair,  and  John  M.  Mc- 
Bryde,  Jr.,  Ph.D.,  of  Sweet  Briar  Institute,  Virginia,  was 
elected  Alternate  in  case  Mr.  Young  declined.  Mr.  Young 
did  decline  and  after  some  correspondence  and  adjustment 
in  connection  with  the  Editorship  of  The  Sewanee  Review, 
Dr.  McBryde  accepted.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  at  the 
opening  of  the  session  and  in  our  opinion  is  a  most  valuable 
addition  to  the  faculty.  His  influence  over  his  students  is 
steadily  growing,  and  it  is  confidently  predicted  that  the  Chair 
of  English  will  be  maintained  on  the  high  plane  of  efficiency 
to  which  it  was  brought  by  his  predecessors,  Dr.  Trent  and 
Dr.  Henneman.  Following  such  teachers,  he  had  a  rather 
difficult  task  which  he  has  met  with  more  than  marked  ability. 
He  was  also  placed  in  charge  of  The  Sewanee  Review.  No 
comment  is  made  thereon  beyond  reference  to  the  January 
and  May  issues  of  the  quarterly,  which  speak  for  them- 
selves. 

Regret  is  expressed  that  we  will  lose  the  services  of  Mr. 
Reginald  Irving  Raymond,  B.S.,  B.A.,  B.D.,  in  Biology,  and 
Mr.  George  Victor  Peak,  M.A.  in  Economics  and  Modern 
Languages,  at  the  close  of  the  present  session.  Mr.  Raymond 
enters  upon  his  calling  in  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  and  Mr. 
Peak  becomes  engaged  in  insurance  work.  I  trust  that  we 
may  obtain  a  successor  to  Mr.  Raymond  who  will  continue 
the  advance  already  made  in  Biology.  Mr.  C.  F.  Hamff,  B.A., 
who  has  given  eminent  satisfaction  in  the  Academy,  will  suc- 
ceed Mr.  Peak  as  Instructor  in  Modern  Languages. 
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The  character  of  the  work  done  by  the  Department  during 
the  session  has  been  most  excellent,  and  the  general  average 
in  class  standing  has  never  been  so  high,  evidencing  the  value 
of  the  change  of  terms  as  compared  with  the  relatively  low 
average  of  our  former  summer  term.  The  attendance  has 
been  very  small  and  in  the  Dean's  report  your  attention  is 
called  to  certain  causes.  Such  may  account  in  part,  but  in 
our  opinion  the  main  one  is  more  serious,  and  at  present  our 
hands  are  tied.  High  schools  and  university  preparatory 
schools  in  the  South  are  not  as  yet  meeting  fully  our  entrance 
requirements.  Those  schools  giving  the  full  instruction  re- 
quired find  it  difficult  to  keep  their  students  for  the  last  year, 
as  it  is  possible  for  these  young  men  to  enter  the  State  insti- 
tutions and  thereby  save  a  year.  Great  improvement  has 
been  made,  however,  and  in  time  the  State  institutions  and 
universities  of  standing  in  the  South  will  be  on  a  parity  as  to 
entrance  requirements.  As  you  are  aware,  our  University 
leads  in  this  direction,  and  largely  the  position  we  hold  in  the 
educational  world  to-day  is  due  to  the  consistent  efforts  of  the 
late  dean  of  the  Department.  This  very  stand,  however, 
handicaps  us,  but  I  would  by  no  means  recommend  a  back- 
ward step.  We  feel  complimented  by  the  fact  that  we  have  no 
sub-freshman  class,  though  it  may  materially  affect  our  num- 
bers. I  feel  confident  that  you  will  approve  this  position  and 
commend  the   standards   maintained. 

In  closing  my  remarks  on  this  Department  I  desire  to  em- 
phasize the  fact  that  the  College  in  all  its  activities  is  the  heart 
and  backbone  of  the  University.  Its  growth,  development  and 
success  means  the  rank  the  University  of  the  South  takes  in 
the  educational  world.  Whereas,  the  value  of  the  Military 
Academy  in  the  preparation  of  students  for  the  University, 
and,  therefore,  the  standards  it  maintains,  means  much  to  us; 
it  is,  however,  to  the  College  that  we  must  look  for  our  real 
standing  and  success.  Upon  its  welfare  depends  more  than 
we  may  at  first  imagine  the  position  our  Seminary  holds  in 
the  Church  in  this  country.  A  poor  College  will  mean  a  poor 
preparation  for  the  Seminary  and  poor  preparation  in  Christ's 
work.     Our  Church  does  not  and  should  not  stand  for  this; 
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therefore,  it  is  incumbent  upon  you  and  every  alumnus  and 
friend  of  this  University  to  give  material  assistance  in  two 
directions:  first,  aid  the  Faculty  and  the  authorities  on  the 
Mountain  to  gain  additional  numbers  in  the  College,  and  sec- 
ondly, by  their  efforts  to  assist  materially,  not  in  words  of 
commendation  and  expressions  of  sympathy  and  even  prom- 
ises at  times,  but  in  actual  assistance  towards  ways  and  means, 
and  especially  endowment,  small  as  such  may  be;  for  we  can 
not  live  without  aid  and  assistance. 

For  uniformity  in  legislation  regarding  prescribed  hoods, 
I  would  advise  you  that  the  Hebdomadal  Board  recommends 
that  in  the  B.A.  hood,  purple  take  the  place  of  russet  and  that 
for  the  B.C.E.,  the  hood  should  be  black,  lined  with  mauve, 
a  purple  cord  cutting  the  colors  (The  Report  of  the  Dean 
is  Exhibit  A). 

Theological  Department 

I  believe  the  Seminary  has  touched,  as  other  departments 
of  the  University,  the  low  water  mark  as  to  numbers.  It  must 
be  a  criticism  that  there  were  but  seven  students  in  attendance 
during  the  entire  session  with  only  a  total  enrollment  of 
eleven.  The  Acting  Dean  explains  in  his  report  (herewith 
appended  as  Exhibit  B)  what  he  considers  the  causes  account- 
ing therefor.  The  Faculty  voices  this  sentiment.  There  are 
certain  factors  in  the  well-being  of  the  Seminary  and  its  up- 
building that  it  would  dwell  on  for  a  moment. 

First:  It  is  essentially  desirable  that  there  should  be  r 
closer  interest  between  the  Diocesans  and  the  Seminary. 
Whereas,  individually  there  may  arise  questions  of  difference 
in  teaching  on  the  part  of  the  Bishops  in  affiliation  with  the 
Seminary,  a  closer  touch  and  a  more  active  interest  on  their 
part  would,  it  is  believed,  reveal  the  fact  that  such  differences, 
if  they  exist,  are  more  apparent  than  real.  And  again  this 
interest  made  visible  would  be  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the 
Faculty   ana    Seminary. 

Second:,  We  realize  the  serious  difficulty  the  Bishops  are 
laboring  under  as  to  young  men  presenting  themselves  for  the 
study  of  the  Ministry.     Would  not  the  success  of  the  Semi- 
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nary,  a  close  interest  and  affiliation  of  the  Diocesan  indi- 
rectly be  of  immense  value  to  him  in  his  own  Diocese?  Might 
he  not,  therefore,  in  a  purely  material  way  look  upon  the 
Seminary  as  one  of  his  assets  ? 

Third:  I  realize  the  desire  for  an  educated  ministry  to 
maintain  the  historic  traditions  of  the  Church.  Reli-ious 
training  and  a  high  type  of  education  have  always  stood  prom- 
inently to  the  front  in  our  priesthood.  Can  we  say  this  al- 
ways m  our  Seminary?  Therefore,  I  heartily  commend  the 
raising  of  the  standards  for  entrance  into  the  Department 
and  wish  to  see  such  requirements  still  further  advanced  un- 
til the  arts  degree  might  be  a  prerequisite.  Sewanee  and  the 
Seminary  have  markedly  suffered  in  the  past  from  lack  of 
scholastic  attainments  of  Theological   students. 

Fourth  :  There  has  been  more  or  less  disorganization  for 
some  time  in  the  fact  of  there  being  no  permanent  head  of 
the  Department.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  may  entail  in- 
creased expense,  it  is  deemed  most  essential  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Seminary  that  complete  organization  should  exist  and 
1  therefore  recommend  to  you  the  election  of  a  Dean  at  your 
present  session.  Only  two  names  are  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration :  The  Rev.  Cleveland  Keith  Benedict,  of  Christ 
Church,  Glendale,  Ohio,  and  the  Rev.  Wallace  Eugene  Rol- 
lins, of  Sweet  Briar,  Virginia. 

Mr.  Benedict  is  a  Georgian  by  birth  and  a  B  A  (1884) 
graduate  of  Kenyon  College.  Mr.  Rollins  is  a  B.A  (1892) 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,   and  a  B.D.    (1895)    of 

Mr.  Benedict  spent  a  few  days  with  us  and  I  was  pleased  to 
have  the  Faculty  and  officers  meet  him.  A  man  of  simple 
but  pleasing  manners,  deep  personality,  and  as  far  as  might 
be  judged,  of  high  intellectual  force.  He  possesses  marked 
administrative  ability,  and  bears  the  reputation  of  being  an 
organizer.  I  commend  him  most  highly  to  your  Board  and 
feel  confident  that  you  may  place  the  Seminary  in  his  hands 
with  all  safety.  I  heartily  second  the  action  of  the  1  heological 
Faculty  m  unanimously  nominating  him  for  their  Dea>i  (The 
Report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  B). 
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Medical  Department 

The  enrollment  for  1909  consisted  of  104,  and  on  the  20th 
of  October  the  last  class  was  graduated  :  Twenty-nine  Doc- 
tors of  Medicine;   fourteen  graduates  in  Pharmacy. 

In  conformity  with  the  action  of  the  Board,  the  last  cata- 
logue announces  the  discontinuance  of  this  Department. 
This  action  was  wise  on  the  part  of  the  Board  in  view  of  the 
increased  requirements  for  medical  practice  and  the  present 
impossibility  of  our  raising  our  standards  to  the  desired  plane. 
You  will  note  the  discontinuance  of  a  number  of  medical 
schools  in  the  South,  and  the  coalescing  and  consolidation  of 
others.  But  in  the  last  few  days  the  trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chattanooga  have  acted  as  you  did  with  their  depart- 
ments of  medicine  and  law,  and  largely,  I  believe,  on  the  same 
grounds.  The  day  of  the  weak  medical  school  has  passed,  and 
it  would  be  most  unwise  for  the  University  of  the  South  to 
attempt  to  revive  this  department  until  she  is  very  much  bet- 
ter equipped  and  prepared  than  at  the  present  moment.  I 
trust,  however,  that  a  Department  of  Biology  may  be  inaugu- 
rated in  the  near  future,  and  when  done,  it  will  be  possible 
to  give  the  first  two  years  of  medicine  most  acceptably. 
This  can  be  done  within  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
and  might  be  combined  most  satisfactorily  in  an  arts  course. 
In  this  way  it  may  be  possible  for  this  University  to  assist 
in  placing  the  graduates  in  medicine  upon  a  higher  educa- 
tional plane.  The  Dean  placed  a  financial  report  in  our  hands 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  which  is  commented  on  under  the 
Financial   Statement. 

Law  Department 

The  Board  desired  at  its  last  session  to  discontinue  the  Law 
Department,  but  after  deliberation  considered  that  certain 
equities  demanded  its  continuance  for  a  year.  You  could 
hardly  have  anticipated  that  the  Department  should  have  been 
satisfactory-  and  under  the  circumstances  you  could  only  ex- 
pect a  deficit.  This  will  amount  to  $600.00.  Eleven  students 
were  enrolled  and  two  are  recommended  by  the  Dean  for  de- 
grees.    I  believe  these  are  acceptable  and  will  be  a  credit  to 
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the  institution.  From  the  Dean's  Report  (appended  as  Ex- 
hibit C)  you  will  observe  the  scholastic  standing  not  satis- 
factory. I  must,  however,  demur  as  to  -the  manner  in  which 
he  presents  the  students  under  him.  It  is  too  much  of  an  ar- 
raignment. The  faults  of  the  department  are  too  well  known 
to  you  and  your  action  is  evidence  of  your  feeling,  but  I  must 
state  that  the  responsibility  for  the  acceptance  of  a  student 
and  his  scholastic  standing  must  lie  with  the  Dean,  and  can 
not  be  placed  elsewhere.  The  statement  of  athletic  attain- 
ments and  tendencies  to  gambling  are  extremely  misleading. 

You  will  note  the  claim  of  the  Dean  for  balance  of  $450.00 
in  his  salary  for  1907-8.  Your  Board  has  passed  on  this  claim 
as  also  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings  in  July  and 
November.  I  refer  you  to  their  resolutions.  It  may  be  ad- 
visable for  the  Board  to  come  to  some  adjustment  of  this 
claim,  but  you  should  be  the  judge  of  this.  For  your  infor- 
mation, however,  I  will  state  that  the  Dean,  among  other  obli- 
gations to  the  merchants  on  the  Mountain,  owes  the  Supply 
Store  $151.38. 

When  judgments  were  entered  against  the  Dean  it  seemed 
advisable  to  the  management  of  the  Supply  Store  to  have  its 
claim  presented  also.  The  Dean  filed  a  bill  of  complaint  in  the 
Chancery  Court  of  this  District  praying  for  an  injunction 
against  this  action  of  the  Supply  Store  and  asking  for  relief 
in  the  payment  of  the  University  of  this  claim  of  $450.00. 
The  action  of  the  Supply  Store  precipitated  this  move  on  the 
Dean's  part,  but  I  have  for  some  time  been  convinced  that  if 
said  claim  were  not  allowed  by  your  Board  relief  would  be 
sought  in  the  courts  for  its  payment.  That  the  claim  from  a 
technical  standpoint  could  be  refused  and  defended  by  the 
Unversity  I  believe  true,  but  for  the  University  to  be  in  a  law 
suit  of  this  kind,  and  in  the  face  of  such  arraignment  as  pre- 
dicted by  his- report,  would  not  be  expedient  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  University.  I  dislike  to  be  forced  mto  anything 
one  does  not  consider  right,  but  sometimes  even  here  discre- 
tion is  the  better  part  of  valor.  The  Dean  was  not  the  only 
one  to  suffer  by  the  change  of  terms,  though  no  complaint 
was  made  by  others,  due  to  their  acquiescence  and  vote  at  the 
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general  meeting  of  the  professors  and  officers  in  the  fall  of 
1907.  All  officers  elected  between  March  and  June  have  not 
suffered,  but  those  elected  between  June  and  September  have 
suffered  proportionately,  even  some  connected  with  the  Uni- 
versity for  twenty  years  or  more.  There  are  other  ways  in 
which  lack  of  compensation  can  be  shown  in  specific  cases 
should  you  desire. 

This  information  is  given  so  that  you  may  have  as  much 
light  as  possible  on  the  question,  and  I  have  for  similar  rea- 
sons appended  the  Dean's  report  for  your  last  meeting  and  the 
bill  in  chancery.  (The  Reports  of  the  Dean  are  marked  Ex- 
hibit C.     The  Bill  in  Chancery  is  marked  Exhibit  C-i). 

University  Extension 

The  Director  of  University  Extension  deserves  hearty  com- 
mendation for  what  he  has  accomplished  with  little  practical 
support.  The  Conference  on  Southern  Problems  during  the 
first  week  in  July  was  most  successful  and  there  is  an  attract- 
ive programme  outlined  for  the  coming  summer.  The  lec- 
tures presented  during  the  course  were  interesting  as  well  as 
instructive.  Among  the  lecturers  may  be  mentioned  Dr.  Paul 
Carus,  Dr.  Launcelot  Minor  Harris,  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson, 
Mr  William  Morrison  Patterson,  Mr.  Nicholas  Van  den 
Arend,  Mr.  Edward  Lippincott  Tilton,  Dr.  William  Spenser 
Currell,  and  M.  Benedict  Papot.  The  Report  of  the  Director 
is  submitted  as  Exhibit  D,  together  with  the  announcement 
of  the   Summer  course. 

Your  attention  is  especially  directed  to  that  part  of  his  re- 
port bearing  upon  the  granting  of  titles  of  professorial  lec- 
turers and  Lecturers  in  University  Extension  upon  those  giv- 
ing courses  in  future.  You  will  note  the  granting  of  the 
title  of  "Lecturer  in  Art  Criticism"  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  Mr.  William  Morrison  Patterson.  Mr.  Patterson 
has  made  quite  a  mark  for  himself  in  his  lectures  on  civic  im- 
provement jom  an  artistic  standpoint  delivered  in  many  parts 
of  the  corntry,  and  I  would  advise  your  continuing  such  title 
for  the  coming  year.     (The  Report  of  the  Director  is  marked 

Exhibit  D). 
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Sewanee  Military  Academy 

As  instructed  by  the  Board,  the  old  Grammar  School  build- 
ings in  the  Chapel  yard  were  removed  during  vacation.  It 
was  found  too  expensive  to  move  them  en  masse  on  account 
of  telephone  wires,  and  they  were  therefore,  taken  down  and 
rebuilt  on  the  Academy  grounds  in  practically  their  old  form 
for  $1,01079.  You  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $750.00, 
which  amount,  however,  we  exceeded.  The  sum  of  $815.75 
from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida  was  turned 
^over  to  me  and  when  it  is  stated  that  the  main  building  would 
have  required  a  new  roof  this  year,  and  the  buildings  have  now 
metallic  coverings  and  a  new  coat  of  paint,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  increased  cost  is  not  excessive.  The  advantage  to  the 
Academy  of  having  class-rooms  on  the  grounds  is  vastly  bene- 
ficial. This  change,  however,  resulted  in  the  absence  of  ca- 
dets from  the  morning  Chapel  during  week  days  and  the  ne- 
cessity of  having  a  separate  service  by  the  Head-master  each 
morning,  Sunday  excepted.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  these 
services  are  now  in  the  hands  of  a  clergyman,  the  present 
Head-master.  It  was  deemed  expedient  not  to  act  on  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Board  as  to  engaging  the  services  of  a  retired 
non-commissioned  officer  of  the  Army.  This  would  have  in- 
volved additional  expense  and  the  small  numbers  foreseen 
before  the  opening  of  the  school  did  not  justify  this  action. 
The  walls  of  the  Quintard  Memorial  were  also  patched  and 
calcimined  during  vacation.  It  must  be  stated,  however,  that 
the  plastering  throughout  the  building  is  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition  and  should  be  entirely  done  over  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, and  when  done  better  material  used  and  satisfactory 
work  insured.     Much  is  needed  in  the  form  of  repairs. 

It  was  realized  shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  Academy 
that  conditions  there  were  far  from  satisfactory.  The  feeling 
between  the  Commandant  and  the  Head-master,1  though  un- 
spoken, was  more  or  less  acute.  The  Head-mastei  interpret- 
ed the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting  as  taking  out  of 
his  hands  the  whole  question  of  discipline  and  placing  it  in 
the  hands   of  the   Commandant.     I   explained  to  him  that  in 
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my   opinion   his   position   was   an   impossible   one.     I J^f 
thus  at  an  early  date  that  we  would  have  serious  trouble  in  the 
internal   management   of   the   Academy,   and  though   no   open 
manifestations    were    evident,   I    so    expressed   myself    at   the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  Montgomery  on  the 
nth  of  November.     I  said  at  the  time  that  it  might  be  possible 
that    absolute    reorganization    would    be    demanded    by    con- 
ditions   before    the    next    meeting    of   the    Board    and    asked 
for  their  authority  to  act  in  the  matter.     The  action  of  the 
Board  in  electing  the  Head-master  for  the  year  1909-10  and 
the  more  or  less   criticism  that  was  made  at  that  time  evi- 
denced that  re-election  would  not  take  place  this  year,     lhe 
Head-master  so  realized  and  felt  that  his  position  was  only 
for    the   term    of    election.     The    military    condition   was    not 
satisfactory    in    the    school    and    the     conflict     of     discipline 
was    so    marked    that    it    became    evident    that    some     ad- 
justment   was     necessary.     It    came     in     the     resignation    of 
Captain    A.    C.    Gillem,    and    orders    from    Washington    were 
issued    on    the    nth    of    January    relieving    him    from    the 
detail  and  for  his   return  to  his  regiment.     At  this  time  we 
had  no  efficient  man  to  replace  him  and  were  forced  to  se- 
cure temporarily  the   services   of   Captain   G.   W.    B.   Witten, 
one  of  the  masters  of  the  Academy.     This  arrangement  was 
not   satisfactory  but  it  was  the  best  we  could  do  under  the 
conditions.     At  this  moment  I   realized  that  we  were   simply- 
holding    the    school    together    until    reorganization    could    be 
effected.     The  subsequent  removal  of  Captain  Witten  is  given- 
you    fully    in    connection    with    other    matters    in    the    Head- 
master's Report,  Exhibit  E. 

Accidentally  it  came  to  my  attention  that  the  position  of 
Head-master  would  be  acceptable  to  the  Rev.  Joseph  H. 
Spearing  of  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  long  time  member  of  your 
Board  and  at  present  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Whereas  a  number  of  applications  had  been  made  directly 
and  indirf  :tly  for  this  position,  Mr.  Spearing  was  in  no  way 
an  applicant  for  the  same.  After  mature  consideration  and 
consultation  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  Mr.  Spearing 
was   the  man   for  the  place.     I,   therefore,   wrote   directly  .to 
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the  various  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  Spear- 
ing excepted,  stating  the  position  of  the  school  and  the  fitness 
of  Mr.  Spearing  in  our  mind  for  the  position,  and  received 
in  reply  the  heartiest  endorsement  in  each  specific  case.  I 
carefully  went  over  the  position  with  the  late  Head-master 
and  he  placed  his  resignation  in  my  hands  on  the  12th  of 
February  to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  present  session.  An 
agreement  was  reached,  however,  that  should  his  successor 
be  chosen  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  he  would  offer 
no  opposition  to  his  taking  charge  of  the  school  at  such  time 
as  we  might  designate.  I  opened  definite  correspondence  with 
Mr.  Spearing  on  the  subject  and  he  accepted  the  position, 
which  became  known  to  the  public  upon  his  resignation  from 
his  parish  in  Shreveport.  He  assumed  the  official  duties  of 
the  Head-master  on  the  fourth  of  April. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  the  lack  of  discipline,  de- 
moralization and  more  or  less  chaotic  condition  of  the  school 
when  Mr.  Spearing  took  charge.  We  had  discussed  thoroughly 
the  situation  and  he  was  more  or  less  familiar  with  the 
problem  that  he  had  to  solve;  yet  he  did  not  fully  appreciate 
the  chaotic  condition  in  its  entirety  until  he  assumed  control. 
The  changes  deemed  essential  and  reorganization  effected 
have  been  accomplished  after  careful  consultation,  and  I  must 
present  to  you  my  distinct  appreciation  of  Mr.  Spearing's 
grasp  of  the  situation  and  my  complete  confidence  in  his 
ability  to  meet  and  solve  the  problems  of  the  Academy.  I 
consider  our  choice  a  happy  one. 

I  append  herewith  reports  of  the  former  Head-master  and 
the  present  incumbent,  marked  Exhibit  E,  together  with  a 
Supplementary  report  to  which  your  careful  attention  is 
directed.  I  will  make  no  comment  on  the  first  report.  Rela- 
tive to  the  latter  which  covers  in  detail  the  present  condition 
of  the  Academy,  I  acquiese  in  the  main.  The  needs  of  the 
school  are  plainly  stated  and.  we  could  wish  that  we  were  in 
a  position  to  meet  them.  In  our  present  conditioi;  it  strikes 
me  as  impossible.  The  attention  of  the  Board  is  markedly 
called,  however,  to  the  necessity  of  meeting  the  most  urgent, 
and  I  would  strongly  advise  in   the  future  the  utilizing  of  a 
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large  proportion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Academy  towards  its 
own  upbuilding.     This  does  not  hold  at  the  present  moment 
but  in  the  past  the  financial   assistance  to  the  University  of 
the  Grammar  School  has  been  great,  and  in  the  near  future 
I   believe   its   revenues   will   return.     I    approve  most  heartily 
Mr.   Spearing's  suggestion  as  to  gymnasium,  and  recommend 
some  action  on  your  part  to  accomplish  this  result.     The  sal- 
aries paid  are  now  larger  than  they  have  ever  been  and  yet 
I  am  confident  that  such  is  the  necessity,  for  only  in  this  way 
will  it  be  possible  to  hold  teachers  in  this  type  of  school  work. 
The  teaching  force  has  been  too  transient  in  the  past  and  the 
school    suffers    in    standard    and    consistent    training.        1  he 
Academy    is    an    important    asset   to    the   University,   but    its 
greatest  importance  and  value  lie  in  the  tone,  character  and 
intellectual    attainments    of    the    students    she    sends    to    the 
College      Insure  this  and  give  financial  stability  to  the  school, 
and   the    University   will   materially    reap    the   benefit.        The 
Academy  can  maintain  itself;  the  College  cannot,  but  do  not 
cripple  the  former  in  trying  to  give  assistance  to  the  latter. 
(The  Reports  relative  to  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  are 
marked  Exhibit  E.) 

The  Library 
The  accessions  to  the  Library  for  the  year  amount  to  601 
volumes.  A  very  valuable  gift  comes  to  us  from  Mrs.  George 
F  Edmunds,  the  wife  of  Senator  Edmunds,  of  Vermont.  1 
received  a  letter  from  her  during  the  winter  offering  the 
University  her  collection  of  autographs  and  autograph  letters 
with  pictures  of  the  Bishops  of  the  American  Church  in  three 
handsome  volumes.  These  are  the  result  of  many  years  of 
labor  in  collecting,  and  besides  their  intrinsic  value,  which  is 
great  will  be  a  most  interesting  addition  to  the  Library,  1 
expressed  to  Mrs.  Edmunds  the  deepest  appreciation  of  the 
University  for  her  valuable  gift,  which  we  consider  a  great 
acquisition. 

Physical  Department 
The  work  of  the  Physical  Director  has  been  conscientiously 
carried  out  by  Mr.   Charles   B.   Braun,   whose   report  is   sub-

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you  that  the  County  officials  are  making  effort  to  assess  for 
1910  which  we  are  refusing  on  the  basis  of  the  Act  of  last 
year.     I  have  endeavored  to  obtain  from  the  Comptroller  of 
State  his  interpretation  of  the  Act  and  the  position  the  State 
assumes  in  the  matter.     Up  to  the  present  time   I   have  not 
received    his    opinion.        I    consider    the    State    acting    under 
the  law  will  largely  react  on  the  County.     I  trust  there  may 
be  no  steps  taken  to  test  the  validity  of  the  law.     I  find  the 
leasehold  property  in  a  deplorable  state  as   it  exists  on  our 
books.     It  is  in  many  cases  a  most  difficult  problem  to  trace 
the  transfers  to  ownership  at  the  present  time.     I  could  cite 
you   instances  of   leases   granted  more   than  thirty-five  years 
ago  still  on  our  books  in  the  name  of  the  original  lessee  with 
no  official  transfer.    We  know  the  proper  owners  in  nearly 
all  cases  and  proper  leasage  is  charged  to  the  property.     Mr. 
Hodgson  and  I  have  been  working  carefully  on  the  leases,  and 
we  will  in  time  get  them  all   straightened  out   satisfactorily, 
but  it  may  take  two  or  three  years  to  finally  accomplish  this. 
The    collection    from   this    source   has   been    markedly    better 
during  the  past  year  and  in  many  cases  back  leasage  collected 
or  adjustment  made  for  collection.     The  fraternities  have  been 
the  most  delinquent  in  the  past.     I  am  getting  them  straight- 
ened out  and  trust  in  the  near  future  to  have  them  all  to  date. 
Their  buildings,  however,  in  a  way  may  be  termed  quasi  Uni- 
versity, and  largely  assist  in  adding  to  the  appearance  of  our 
grounds.     We  wish  to  encourage  all  such  improvements.     It 
will  be  noted  that  some  are  on  a  $12.50  and  some  on  a  $25.00 
leasage.     I  think  all  should  be  on  the  same  basis  and  I  now 
request  you  to  make  the  leasage  by  legislation  for  all  frater- 
nities aS  now  existing  and  as  long  as  held  for  fraternity  pur- 
poses at  the  rate  of  $12.50  from  the  year  1010. 
All  Saints  Chapel 
Through   the   generosity   of    unknown   friends    it   was   pro- 
posed last  fall  to  put  a  cover  on  All  Saints  Chapel  and  make 
it  possib)  :  to  utilize  the  building  for  chapel  purposes.     It  was 
so   adjusted   by   the    Rev.    Mr.    Gray   and   myself    with    these 
benefactors  that  the  proposal  was  made  to  and  approved  by  the

Executive  Committee  last  November.  Only  one  proviso  was 
made  and  that  was  the  brick  walls  on  the  inside  should  not 
be  plastered.  We  pledged  ourselves  to  this  until  such  time 
as  the  Chapel  may  be  completed  according  to  its  original 
plans.  The  walls  were  temporarily  raised  in  the  clerestory 
four  feet,  to  give  additional  light.  The  timbers  for  the  roof 
are  permanent  and  according  to  specifications,  so  that 
when  the  proper  time  comes  the  completion  of  the  building 
can  be  effected  with  comparatively  little  loss  by  the  present 
temporary  arrangement.  The  choir  stalls  are  the  offering  of 
the  Altar  Guild  of  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  and  are  placed  as 
a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson,  long  time  president  of 
the  Guild.  The  altar,  cathedral  chairs,  and  other  furniture 
are  gifts  to  the  Chapel.  This  will  materially  add  to  our  Chapel 
services  and  will  add  to  our  material  equipment  more  than 
ten  thousand  dollars.  As  soon  as  completed  I  will  make  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  cost  of  construction  and  individual 
gifts  and  what  obligations  the  University  might  incur. 

Forensic  Hall 

The  completion  of  All  Saints  Chapel  made  it  imperative 
that  Forensic  Hall  be  removed.  Friends  have  assisted  in  this 
and  whereas  we  have  not  quite  sufficient  funds  as  yet  to  do 
this,  the  removal  will  not  involve  the  University  in  any  ex- 
pense. The  new  site  is  just  east  of  the  gymnasium.  When 
it  was  decided  to  begin  operations  the  proposition  was  mr^de 
to  "Punch  &  Judy"  to  move  the  Open  Air  Theater  to  join 
with  Forensic.  The  proposal  was  accepted  and  both  juild- 
ings  profit  by  the  change.  The  theater  has  an  auditorium 
insuring  it  against  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and' Foren- 
sic is  equipped  with  proper  stage  facilities.  Again,  adjoining 
the  gymnasium  heating  facilities  are  made  possible,  which  as 
you  are  aware  are  a  necessity  during  the  winter  months. 
This  was  well-nigh  impossible  under  the  old  conditions  with 
Forensic,  or  as  an  isolated  building.  I  trust  to  .ie  able  to 
have  proper  heating  facilities  by  the  advent  of  tl.  ?  winter, 
and  so  insure  opportunity  for  more  social  enjoyment  by  the 
students  than  has  heretofore  been  possible. 


REPORT   OF   THE   VICE-CHANCELLOR  S7 

Utilities   Commission 

The    Board    established    at    its   last    meeting   the   Utilities 
Commission,   naming  the   members   and   giving  power  to   the 
Executive  Committee  to  fill  vacancies.     This  commission  was 
to   take   over   the   water    works   and   laundry    and   exercise    a 
supervision  over  the  Supply   Store.     The  Executive  Commit- 
tee   later    authorized    the    incorporation    of    said    commission. 
This   could   not  be   done  under  the  laws   of   the   State.     The 
object  of  this  was   to  make  certain   interests  in  the  Utilities 
available    for   the   "Special   Endowment    Fund   of    1909."     To 
accomplish   the  result   and   finding  it  impracticable  to   act   as 
the  Board  directed  in  the  matter,  I  took  steps  to  incorporate 
the  laundry  and  water  works  as  The   Public  Utilities   Com- 
pany with  a  capital  of  $12,000.     As  you  are  aware,  the  amount 
of  $5,000  in  the  Laundry  and  Water  Works  belonged  to  out- 
side interests   and  about  $3,000  to  the  University.     The  new 
Water  Tower  as  a  gift  was  completed  last  summer  and  added 
to  the  equipment  of  the  water  works.     Stock  to  the  value  of 
$11,000  of  the  Utilities  Company  was  issued;   $5,000  to  out- 
side interests  and  $6,000  to  the  University.     This  $6,000  was 
deposited  as  part  of  the  "Special  Endowment  Fund  of   1909" 
with  the   Nashville   Trust   Company.     I   have  been   unable  to 
say  as  yet  exactly  what  is  the  interest  of  the  University  in 
the  old  laundry  and  water  works  and,  therefore,  what  should 
be  its  final   holdings   in  the  Utilities   Company.     This  is   due 
to   certain  bills   as    owed  by   the   University  to   the   Laundry 
several  years  back  not  clear  upon  the  old  books  of  the  late 
Treasurer,   and   also   certain  adjustments   connected  with   the 
failure  of  the  Bank  of  Winchester.     I  will  see  that  you  have 
a  detailed  and  accurate  statement  at  your  next  meeting.     The 
machinery  of  both  water  works   and  laundry  is  getting  old. 
It  is  my  wish  to  have  this  remedied  by  utilizing  a  portion  of 
the  earnings   each  year  to  the  betterment  of  the  plants.     As 
a  business  proposition  I  think  this  can  be  accomplished  and 
still  pay  P.  small  dividend,  say  5  per  cent.     At  the  end  of  five 
years  we  can  then  have  plants  equipped  with  new  machinery 
in  large  measure  and  of  satisfactory  efficiency. 
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Again,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  the  past  the  water 
as  furnished  was  costing  the  University  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $900  to  $1,000  a  year,  the  University  paying  all  the  ex- 
penses of  the  pumping  station.  Since  October  1st,  1909,  no 
such  bills  have  been  met  by  the  University.  Meters  have  been 
installed  and  the  University  will  pay  its  quota  of  water.  This 
cannot  cost  more  than  $500  for  the  whole  year,  and  at  5  per 
cent  dividends  we  should  have  returns  of  $300.  I  calculate, 
therefore,  the  fiscal  year  will  show  $200  expended  for  this 
service  as  against  $900  at  least   per  annum    in  the  past 

University  Supply  Store 

Your  instructions  relative  to  the  Commission  appointed  to 
supervise  the  Supply  Store  have  not  been  carried  out.  I  have 
been  in  close  touch  with  the  management  and  desire  to  give 
a  detailed  statement  relative  thereto.  I  deem  this  necessary 
in  the  face  of  the  above  action  on  your  part  and  the  criticism 
that  has  been  made  against  this  department  for  some  time 
past.  I  had  the  Supply  Store  audited  by  an  expert  accountant, 
Mr.  Allan  Fisher  of  Nashville,  for  the  years  1908  and  1909, 
and  append  his  report,  as  also  the  financial  report  of  the 
Manager  for  the  same  years,  as  Exhibit  I. 

Mr.  Fisher  did  his  work  thoroughly  and  his  audit  and  finan- 
cial reports  agree.  I  desire  to  present  to  you  the  historical 
development  of  the  store  from  the  fire.  The  insurance 
amounted  to  $12,500.  The  loss  from  the  fire  was  estimated 
at  the  time  between  six  and  seven  thousand  dollars.  The 
Supply  Store  was  indebted  to  the  University  at  that  time 
$5,000  and  did  business  with  the  Bank  of  Winchester.  With 
the  above  capital  of  $12,500  and  the  Bank's  assistance  the 
building  was  replaced,  stock  repurchased  and  business  con- 
ducted until  the  time  of  the  failure  of  the  Bank  of  Win- 
chester, January,  1907.  The  store  lost  nothing  by  this 
failure  as  there  were  overdrafts  at  the  time.  Tne  University 
then  loaned  of  its  trust  funds  $12,500  more  to  the  Store, 
making  in  all  a  total  of  $17,500  on  which  the  Store  has  been 
paying  to  the  Uuiversity  regularly  6  per  cent  interest.  You 
might  say,  therefore,  that  the  Store  has  had  $25,000  in  cash 
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upon  which  to  rebuild,  improve  and  do  business,  considering 
as  its  liability  only  the  capital  of  $17,500  due  the  University. 
This  is  true  for  the  $12,500  of  insurance  represented  part  of 
its  surplus  earnings  prior  to  the  fire,  only  $5,000  of  which 
could  be  considered  original  capital.  In  other  words  the  total 
investment  of  the  University  in  the  Supply  Store  is  $17,500, 
and  whatever  the  value  of  the  plant  above  that  amount  may 
be  it  represents  surplus  earnings.  On  the  31st  of  December 
the  assets  of  the  Store  amounted  to  $41,779-40.  The  accounts 
receivable  are  in  the  main  good,  with  few  that  cannot  be  col- 
lected. You  will  note  they  are  reduced  markedly  from  the 
previous  year,  so  that  the  books  are  carrying  more  than  $3,000 
less  than  in  1908.  The  liabilities  for  our  purpose  may  be  ex- 
pressed in  the  two  items:  Capital,  $17,500,  and  Surplus, 
$22,916.83. 

You  may  interpret  that  in  this  way:  that  given  by 
the  University  $17,500  the  Store  can  replace  the  same  and 
show  earnings  to  the  amount  of  $22,916.83.  That  assuredly 
is  not  a  bad  statement.  Again,  the  building— improvements, 
furniture  and  fixtures  amount  to  $21,465.97-  This  is  a  part 
of  the  plant,  it  is  true,  but  you  must  bear  in  mind  that  where 
certain  fixed  earnings  are  credited  to  it,  in  the  main  it  is  not 
capable  of  being  handled  as  a  merchantable  asset.  The 
amount  of  actual  capital  in  use  is  small.  For,  the  item  above 
of  $21,465.97,  plus  the  inventory,  $11,830.47— $33,296-44— taken 
from  $41,799.40  leaves  $8,482.96.  This  is  not  accurate  but  it 
will  -epresent  the  workable  capital  which  is  being  constantly

Briefly  stated,  from  an  investment  of  the  University  which 
we  may  value  at  $40,416.83,  we  get  returns  of  $3,135-63,  7-8 
per  cent  net  income— or  stated  again,  from  an  original  in- 
vestment of'$i7,5O0  we  earned  $3,135-63  in  1909,  12.2  per  cent 
interest,  plus  6  per  cent  on  the  investment  counted  as  an  ex- 
pense $1,050—18.2  per  cent  is  not  bad  on  this  original  in- 
vestment-or  total   earnings   of  $4,185-63-     In  the  adjustment 
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with  the  Store  I  settled  on  a  basis  of  a  dividend  for  the  year 
of  s  per  cent  on  its  assets  of  $41,779.40,  amounting  to  $2,088.97 
— the  balance  to  be  credited  to  Surplus.  You  will  see,  there- 
fore, that  we  received  total  from  our  investment  $3,148.97 
for   1909. 

Your  criticism  as  to  cost  of  running,  high  salary  list,  and 
manner  of  conducting  the  business  may  be  correct,  but  kindly 
bear  in  mind  that  the  majority  of  you  are  not  fully  acquainted 
with  the  minor  details  and  problems  of  management.  The 
Manager  has  brought  the  Store  up  to  a  high  grade  of 
efficiency,  and  you  must  certainly  bear  in  mind  that  in  a 
little  place  like  Sewanee  with  a  village  population  the  patrons 
have  the  advantages  of  purchase  at  a  place  only  to  be  found 
in  separate  establishments  in  a  large  city.  Certain  rates  may 
be  high,  but  in  the  main  I  think  you  will  find,  from  the 
grocery  side  especially,  that  many  articles  are  presented  for 
sale,  especially  perishable  groceries,  with  little  profit  accruing 
and  often  loss — an  accommodation  to  our  public — an  accom- 
modation which  it  does  not  always  appreciate  and  which  it 
would  seriously  miss  if  it  were  withdrawn.  Kindly  withhold 
your  adverse  criticism  and  permit  us  to  adjust  the  Store  and 
its  management  to  the  best  interests  of  the  University,  the 
Store  and  the  public.  Instead  of  criticism,  in  our  opinion 
the  Manager  should  have  your  commendation  for  the  plant 
as  developed.

amounted  to  $7,060.21   and   the  receipts,  $7,670.43,   showing  a  \ 

profit  of  $610.12.     The  greater  number  of  items  were  collected  *j  '' 

and  disbursed  by  the  Dean  as  contained  in  a  financial  report 
submitted  by  him  at  the  close  of  the  Department.  This  was 
unsatisfactory  as  each  item  should  appear  on  the  Treasurer's 
books.  You  will  be  pleased  that  this  will  not  occur  in  the 
future. 

The  Infirmary 

When  Dr.  Cain  severed  his  connection  with  the  University 
and  Dr.  Kirby-Smith  declined  to  be  superintendent  of  the 
Infirmary,  I  appointed  a  committee  with  Mr.  Claiborne  as 
Chairman  to  take  over  the  management  of  the  Infirmary,  such 
committee  consisting  of  Dr.  Piggot,  Dr.  Kirby-Smith,  Dr. 
Lear  and  Mr.  DuBose.  Dr.  Piggot  was  appointed  Superin- 
tendent. 

It  was  natural  to  expect  that  the  Infirmary  would  suffer  to 
a  greater  or  less  degree  after  Dr.  West  left.  Whereas  finan- 
cially it  has  not  been  remunerative,  still  I  am  not  discouraged. 
From  the  University  standpoint  it  is  a  most  valuable  asset, 
in  that  there  is  at  hand  an  equipped  infirmary  for  such  ill- 
nesses as  may  accur  among  students.  The  expenses  for  the 
Infirmary  for  the  year  have  been  $4,795.96  and  the  receipts, 
$3,039.21— showing  a  loss  of  $1,756.75.  You  authorized  the 
use  of  $r,ooo  for  this  purpose  which  did  not  cover.  This 
deficit  will,  however,  be  made  up  later.  I  am  pleased  to 
inform  you  that  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Claiborne  there  is 
invested  in  the  hands  of  the  Diocese  of  Tem^ssee  as  en- 
dowment for  the  Infirmary,  $18,500.  Mr.  Claibon  e  is  work- 
ing earnestly  towards  a  complete  endowment  for  the  plant  and 
we  trust  his  labors  may  be  crowned  with  success.  There

Of    these    items    a    certain    portion    of    the    insurance    note 
should  be  credited  against  the  year  but  not  the  total       This 
may  explain  a  part  of  the  deficit,  but  it  does  not  change  it 
You   will   note    however,   on   the  statement   among  liabilities,' 
interest    on    scholarship    funds    which    we    at    present    have 
charged  up  aga.nst  us,  amounting  to  $1,995.19  and  the  total 
interest  due  the  Cloister  Fund  $1,3:0.10.     These  enter  as  items 
of  our  deficit.     You  have  legislated  heretofore  taking  over  to 
the    University    such    balances    as    occur    on   the    Scholarship 
funds.     I  offer  a  better  adjustment  of  this.     There  are  many 
tuition  scholarships  granted  students-the  number  amounting 
to  38  alone  in  the  College.     Authorize  the  Vice-Chancellor  to 
apply  each  year  the  balances  of  such  scholarships  not  specifi- 
cally controlled  by  their  foundation  to  meeting  the  tuition  fees 
of  such  of  the  above-mentioned  students  as  may  in  his  opin- 
ion be  proper.     He  can  adjust  with  those  nominating  under 
the  specified  foundations  so  as  to  use  the  balances  accruing 
in   a    legitimate   way.     The   University   will   then    be   relieved 
of  the  criticism  of  simply  taking  over  balances  which  are  con- 
sidered   m    a    sense    special    trust    funds.       Such    action    will 
dimmish  the  liabilities  on  our  statement 

I  believe  we  should  charge  a  5  per  cent  commission  on  all 
scholarship  funds  we  handle  and   I,  therefore,  ask   that  you 
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take  action  somewhat  as  follows:  Charge  5  per  cent  com- 
mission against  the  proceeds  of  all  scholarship  funds  that  we 
invest  or  handle,  but  make  no  charge  against  such  as  come 
to  us  in  cash.  Make  this  charge  against  the  fund  and  not 
against  the  amount  allotted  to  the  student  or  students  holding 

under  it. 

I  have  taken  the  position  as  your  Vice-Chancellor  that  the 
good   name   of   the   University  must  be  maintained   with   her 
creditors   and,   therefore,   I   have   exceeded  my   authority.      I 
consider  it  absolutely  essential  that  our  current  bills  must  be 
met.     The  principle  of  delaying  payment  on  bills  and  making 
your  merchants  and  creditors  carry  your  accounts  is  a  ruinous 
one.     Sewanee  has  suffered  much  in  this  way  in  the  past  in 
all  walks  and  activities,  and  the  University,  unfortunately,  has 
been  the  greatest  offender.     How  can  we  enforce  punctuality 
and  business   integrity  upon   our  students  and   community  if 
we  ourselves  offend  flagrantly?    To  meet  our  bills,  therefore, 
promptly,  I  have  borrowed  from  the  American  National  Bank 
of    Nashville   as   per   statement   the   amount   of   $15,000.      On 
the  6th  of  this  month  I  borrowed  $5,000  in  addition,  making 
$20,000  in  all,  and  I  pledged  fifteen  Southern  Railway  bonds 
as   security.     In   this  you   will   see   I   exceeded  my   authority. 
I    wish    my    action    confirmed.       If    you    so    interpret,    our 
deficit    will    be    increased    $5,000.        I    have    carefully    calcu- 
lated,   however,    and    should    no    further    obligations    be    im- 
posed on  us,  we  will  need  no  assistance  to  meet  the  expenses 
for  'the  fiscal  year  to  end  August  31-     Further  carefully  cal- 
culating,  I  think   I   can  show  at  that  time  our   deficit  in   its 
totality    will    be    between    $16,000    and    $20,000  —  nearer    the 
former   than   the   latter.       At   the  meeting   of   the    Executive 
Committee    in    November    I    stated   the   obligations    we   were 
carrying  and  the  deficit  we  were  to  face,  and  upon  our  .sug- 
gestion resolutions  were  passed  authorizing  the  completion  of 
our  bond  issue  up  to  $150,000.    This  was  done,  but  we  did 
not  receive  the  remaining  bonds  until  February.     We  hold  69 
bonds.     Tue  to   certain   financial   conditions   it   has   not  been 
possible  to  place  these  bonds.    They  can  be  placed  however, 
in   time   at  par,   saving   us   thereby  the   difference  between   5 
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per  cent  and  6  per  cent  on  our  present  obligations.  Holding 
these  bonds  which  I  hoped  to  dispose  of  earlier  is  justification 
of  my  action  with  the  American  National  Bank.  You  will 
note  that  our  notes  payable  amount  to  $70,330.56  which  we 
will  be  able  almost  to  eliminate  when  the  bonds  are  finally 
placed. 

On  th  30th  of  November,  ioog,  I  completed  with  the  aid  of 
Mr.  C.  A.  Coffin  the  "Special  Endowment  Fund  of  1909," 
the  technical  name  of  the  Fund,  and  there  were  deposited 
with  the  Nashville  Trust  Company  of  Nashville  securities 
to  the  amount  of  $101,700.  You  will  find  this  amount  in- 
cluded among  our  endowment  funds,  which  amount  in  all  to 
$322,219.13.  Of  these  the  University  owes  itself  $42,292.87. 
We  have  in  cash  for  investment  $779.66.  The  Quintard  Me- 
morial Professorship  $3,971-63  is  accumulative  and  for  our 
purpose  at  present,  non-productive.  Total  of  interest-bear- 
ing endowment  to  the  University  is  $275,175.  There  is  an 
item  of  $516.36  received  from  Mr.  R.  C.  DeSaussure  of  At- 
lanta, proceeds  of  the  foreclosure  of  the  Culver  Loan.  It 
seems  at  present  impossible  to  say  exactly  to  what  fund  this 
should  be  credited.  Part  of  the  Tustin  Fund  was  originally 
so  invested.  In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  Waldburg 
and  Cooper  funds  are  not  at  present  up  to  their  original 
amounts,  I  ask  that  you  apply  this  item  to  make  the  Wald- 
burg $15,000  and  the  Cooper  $5,000,  as  they  should  be,  cid 
apply  the  balance  where  you  deem  best. 

The  Treasurer  gives  some  interesting  material  for  your 
consideration  as  regards  Diocesan  apportionments  and  re- 
ceipts for  the  Theological  Department.  Will  you  not  take 
some  action  looking  to  stimulating  delinquent  dioceses  to  bring 
their  apportionments  up  to  date? 

I  find  two  items  of  expense  of  several  years  standing  with 
the   Edgefield  and  Nashville  Manufacturing   Company:

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I  am  satisfied  that  these  balances  are  correct.  They  should 
have  been  settled  long  ago,  and  must  be  as  soon  as  possible. 
I  will  go  over  the  accounts  in  detail  and  see  there  are  no  er- 
rors, but  I  have  already  satisfied  myself  as  to  the  validity  of 

the  claim. 

Again,  we  were  indebted  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  on  an 
old  note  belonging  to  the  Barnwell  scholarship  for  $3,04500, 
on  which  we  have  been  yearly  paying  the  interest.  I  in- 
structed the  Treasurer  to  place  the  same  on  our  books  among 
our  liabilities. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  to  your  Board  that  your  Chancellor 
at  a  meeting  with  Mr.  Morgan  obtained  from  him  a  promise 
to  give  us  $50,000.00  for  endowment  purposes.  I  trust  shortly 
to  be  able  to  report  the  receipt  of  same.  Mr.  Morgan  is  a 
good  friend  to  the  University  and  in  a  business  way  his 
friendship  may  mean  a  great  deal  to  us. 

After  deposition  of  the  "Special  Endowment  Fund  of  iooq'' 
I  opened  negotiations  with  Mr.  Carnegie  relative  to  his  prom- 
ise to  build  a  science  hall.  He  will  carry  out  the  promise,  but 
it  must  be  a  building  to  cost  $60,000  completed  with  no  debt 
left  thereon,  and  no  provision  for  equipment.  It  is  the  idea 
as  approved  to  have  this  building  fill  in  the  rear  of  the  pro- 
posed quadrangle,  extending  from  the  rear  of  Walsh  to  the 
rear  of  All  Saints  Chapel.  Whereas  every  new  building- 
means  increased  cost  of  maintenance  I  do  not  see  how  we  can 
refuse  to  accept  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer.  We  must  simply  exert 
ourselves  to  provide  ways  and  means  of  equipment  and  de- 
velopment on  the  science  side— a  side  on  which  we  have  been- 
decidedly  weak  in  the  past. 

From  the  foregoing  you  will  gather  that  in  a  financial  way 
we  are  in  a  serious  position.  With  a  plant  and  property  val- 
ued fairly  at  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  we  have  not  income 
to  meet  ordinary  running  expenses.  Our  deficits  have  been 
steadily  shown  from  year  to  year  and  latterly  they  have  stead- 
ily grown  We  have  practically  reached  the  point  when  we 
cannot  s.retch  our  resources  much  further.  In  our  opinion 
we  have  been  pursuing  a  suicidal  policy  and  we  are  about 
to  reap  the  result.     You  must  therefore  face  the  two  impera- 
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live  needs  of  the  University— more  students  and  endowment. 
Do  not  palliate  the  evil,  swap  funds  or  borrow  from  our  own 
trusts.  That  will  kill  us.  Formulate  some  aggressive  cam- 
paign for  endowment,  formulate  and  carry  to  completion.  It 
is  not  fair  or  honest  to  your  executive  to  have  such  problems 
of  finance  to  solve  as  have  existed  for  the  past  several  years. 
The  financial  worries,  I  am  convinced,  were  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  death  of  your  late  Vice-Chancellor.  I  am  willing 
to  give  you  all  my  aid  and  assistance  in  handling  the  affairs 
Of  the  University,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  continue  a  hand  to 
mouth  policy. 

There  is  a  subject  I  wish  to  present  to  the  serious  and  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  Board.  It  has  been  brought  to  your 
attention  before,  but  I  do  not  think  it  has  been  given  more 
than  individual  thought.  The  time  is  urgently  present  for  a 
readjustment  of  your  own  Body.  The  best  interests  of  the 
University  demand  this.  In  the  days  of  the  Founders  of  the 
University  and  in  theory  the  plan  of  the  Board  is  ideal,  but 
conditions  are  not  the  same  now  and  I  dare  say  that  you  re- 
alize that  the  Board  as  organized  at  present  and  as  working 
for  a  number  of  years  past  is  not  satisfactory.  A  careful  pe- 
rusal of  your  proceedings  will  evidence  this  statement  and  I 
believe  you  would  so  acknowledge.  You  have  had  almost 
insurmountable  problems  to  solve,  and  all  credit  must  be 
given  you  in  your  attempts  to  meet  them.  You  have  been 
patient  and  self-denying  in  your  efforts  and  the  greatest  ap- 
preciation must  be  extended  you  for  the  same.  To  provide 
ways  and  means  have  at  times  been  well-nigh  impossible. 
The  Resolution  presented  to  you  last  year  by  the  Alumni  in 
our  opinion  was  unfortunate,  as  the  impression  was  produced 
that  an  attempt  was  being  made  to  withdraw  the  control  of 
the  University  from  the  Church  in  order  that  she  might  be 
placed  on  the  Carnegie  Foundation.  As  much  as  we  might 
desire  to  be  on  the  Foundation  on  account  of  the  benefits 
that  we  might  derive  therefrom,  I  wish  emphatically  to  state 
that  to  be  relieved  from  ecclesiastical  control  is  not  my  idea 
or  desire.     The  University  has  a  great  mission  before   it,   a 
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mission  under  the  influence  of,  and  we  may  say  the  guidance 
of  the  Church,  involving  as  it  therefore  does  great  responsi- 
bility     Should  the   Church  not  meet  such  responsibility,  and 
become    derelict  in    her   duty,  then   would    arise   necessarily 
the  question  of  losing  the  University  and  thereby  he*  oppor- 
tunity  of    extending    great    influence.      I    must   say   that   our 
Church,  standing  as  she  does,  for  the  highest  type  of  educa- 
tion has   not   always   appreciated  her  position  m  the   educa- 
tional world  and   has   allowed  institutions  of  great  standing 
to  pass  from  her  allegiance  and  control.     Why  should  not  her 
institutions  be  the  highest?       You   cannot  question  her  aims 
and  ideals.     Such  loss  must  not  be  told  in  the  future  history 
of  this  University  and  we  must  not  so  interpret  the  resolution 
of  the  Alumni.     (I  hereby  call  attention  to  the  last  part  of 
the  report  of  the  late  Vice-Chancellor  which  bears  distinctly 
on  this  point).     I  have  met  during  the  year  numbers  of  our 
most  conservative  and  serious-minded  alumni  and  I  can  pre- 
sent to  you  the  general  feeling  over  the  country  at  large  that 
some  change  in  the  governing  body  is  deemed  necessary  and 
essential.     The    Board    is    too    large    and    cumbersome;    the 
method  of  election  of  members  in  the  Diocesan  Conventions 
is  not  satisfactory.     It  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  the  criticism 
of  Mr    George  Wharton  Pepper  in  connection  with  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Missions :     "I  do  think  the  Board  of  Missions 
too  large  and  unwieldy  a  body."     His  criticism  might  be  very 
applicable  to  our  position,  illustrating  the  difficulty  of  getting 
concerted  action.     Therefore,  it  is   a  serious  matter  to  legis- 
late always  to  the  best  interest  of  the  University.     Had  you 
the  time  to  give  questions  of  much  import  due  and  full  con- 
sideration, to  formulate  and  put  into  effective  working  shape 
ways  and  means ;  had  you  the  power  to  give  effectively  the 
material    support   demanded   of  the   Church   and   of  necessity 
required,    it    might    be    different.     You    cannot,    though    indi- 
vidually and  even  collectively,  you  have  the  interests  of  the 
University  deep  in  your  hearts.     Your  spiritual  love  and  sup- 
port is  beyond  criticism,  but  your  material  support  is  mark- 
edly not  in  evidence.     I  say  this  with  the  kindliest  feelings  to 
each  and  every  one  of  you,  my  more  or  less  close  and  intimate 
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friends.  You  are  earnestly  urged  to  give  this  your  prayerful 
consideration.  In  our  opinion  the  adjustment  must  be  in  the 
direction  of  delegating  full  powers  to  a  small  governing  com- 
mittee or  board.  You  can  realize  that  some  of  your  best 
legislation  has  originated  in  your  Executive  Committee  and 
I  cannot  commend  them  too  highly  for  their  work  in  the  past 
and  markedly  for  their  aid  and  consideration  during  the  past 
year. 

I  have  had  some  business  men  question  me  as  to  your  per- 
sonnel and  method  of  election,  and  the  opinion  has  been  ex- 
pressed that  such  a  body  is  impossible  and  irresponsible  in  a 
business  way— strong  words  and  yet  containing  much  truth. 
When  we  ask  for  assistance  and  support  we  have  to  answer 
these  questions.  Our  benefactors  are  stern  business  men  and 
look  upon  their  benefactions  in  a  stern  business  way.  It  is 
not  sentiment  that  rules  them;  it  is  their  earnest  desire  to 
have  their  benefactions  accomplish  the  most  good — and  they 
demand  this.  They  do  not  question  your  intent — they  criti- 
cise your  method— they  demand  more  security  and  at  present 
quietly  withhold  their  support— and  they  are  right.  Read- 
just your  Board  upon  a  careful,  thoroughly  workable  busi- 
ness basis  and  benefactions  will  surely  come.

MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SEWANEE,  Tenn.,  Wednesday,  July  21,  1909,  5  p.  m. 

The  Committee  met:  present,  the  Chancellor,  Bishops  Nelson 
and  Reese,  Reverend  Messrs.  McQueen,  Robertson  and  Spear- 
ing, Messrs.  Gale  and  Harrison.  The  acting  Vice-Chancellor 
was  also  in  attendance.  The  Chancellor  read  a  number  of 
letters  bearing  upon  the  qualifications  of  various  persons  who 
had  been  suggested  for  the  office  of  Vice-Chancellor.  A 
motion  was  adopted  inviting  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  to 
be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  to  be  held  this 
evening  at  eight  o'clock. 


8  o'clock  p.  M. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  same  members  present  as  at  the 
5  o'clock  p.m.  meeting  ;  also  the  Acting  Vice-Chancellor  and  the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina.  The  minutes  of  June  17th  last  were 
read  and  approved.  The  Chancellor,  for  the  sub-committee 
appointed  at  the  meeting  of  June  17th  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  proposition  of  the  University  of  Nashville  with  refer- 
ence to  its  buildings,  reported  that  the  University  of  Nashville 
had  been  absorbed  by  the  University  of  Tennessee  and,  there- 
fore, all  negotiation  in  the  matter  was  at  an  end.  The  report 
was  received  and  the  sub-committee  discharge. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  the  time  for  meeting  the 
conditions  of  the  "Coffin  Fund"  had  been  extended  by  Mr. 
Coffin  to  October  31st,  next,  and  he  also  read  a  copy  of  the 
agreement  made  by  Mr.  Coffin  with  the  Nashville  Trust  Com- 
pany.    It  was  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  operation  of  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  adopted  at  its  last  meeting  abolishing  fraternities  in 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  be  suspended  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board. 
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(2)  That  the  Vicc-Chancellor,  Head-master  and  Comman- 
dant of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  be  authorized  to  erect  a 
gymnasium  for  the  use  of  its  students,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  gymnasium  fees  of  the  students  of  said  Academy. 

(3)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  instruct  the  Head-master  of  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy  to  put  in  order  the  rooms  intended 
for  the  purpose  as  reading  and  sitting  rooms  for  the  boys  and 
to  encourage  the  home  life  of  the  pupils  by  the  use  and  en- 
joyment of  such  rooms. 

Prof.  Starke  Young  of  the  University  of  Texas  was  elected 
Professor  of  the  Chair  of  English,  and  it  was  resolved  that 
Prof.  John  M.  McBryde  of  Sweet  Briar  Institute,  Virginia  be 
elected  as  the  first  alternate  to  the  same  chair  in  case  Mr 
Young  declined  his  election,  and  further  that  the  Chancellor  and 
Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  offer  said  Chair  of  English 
in  case  Messrs.  Young  and  McBryde  should  decline,  to  Messrs' 
Webster,  Snow  and  Hathaway,  in  the  order  named 

The  Rev.  Philip  M.  Rhinelander  and  Prof.  Wm.  J  Battle 
Dean  of  the  Academic  Department,  University  of  Texas  were 
nominated  for  the  Office  of  Vice-Chancellor.  Mr.  Rhinel'ander 
was  elected,  and  his  election  made  unanimous.  A  committee 
was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Bishop 
of  Cuba  and  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  to  notify  Mr.  Rhine- 
lander  of  his  election,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  expenses  of 
the  committee  be  paid  from  the  University  of  the  South  Treas- 
ury.   The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Whereas,  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees has  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of  the  Rev  F  T 
Murdoch,  D.D.,  long  time  a  member  of  the  Board  and  of  this 
Committee,  and  places  on  record  its  high  esteem  of  the  manly 
and  virtuous  qualities  of  Dr.  Murdoch,  his  energy,  devotion  and 
philanthropy.  The  loss  of  his  vigorous  Churchmanship,  his 
practical  interest  in  the  social  welfare  of  the  people  and  his 
hearty  cooperation  in  educational  affairs  is  felt  by  this  Uni- 
versity, the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Church  at 
large : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee  be  instructed 
to  communicate  the  above  resolution  with  our  sympathy,  to 
the  family  of  Dr.  Murdoch. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  made  a  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  University  which  was  discussed,  but  upon  which 
no  action  was  taken.     It  was 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  re- 
serving for  the  Endowment  Fund  $1,000.00  paid  by  the  Rev.  Van 
Hoose  to  redeem  his  note  be  approved. 

(2)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  tender  Mr. 
R.  L.  Colmore  a  University  bond  for  $1,000.00  in  full  payment 
of  amount  due  him  by  the  University  for  the  purchase  of  his 
house.

Thursday,  July  22,  1909,  9  a.  m. 

The  Committee  met,  the  same  members  being  present  as  at 
the  meeting  last  evening.  The  Chancellor  announced  that  he 
had  appointed  the  Rev.  William  T.  Manning,  D.D.,  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  to  notify  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rhinelander 
of  his  election,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tyson.

#50,000,  said  corporation  when  organized,  shall  take  over  the 
properties  heretofore  committed  to  the  control  and  management, 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  the  "  General  Utilities  Commis- 
sion," viz.:  the  properties  appurtenant  and  belonging  to  the 
laundry  and  water  works,  and  shall  be  authorized  all  equities 
that  may  be  asserted  and  established  by  claimants  to  interests 
in  said  properties.  Said  Corporation  shall  have  a  Board  of 
Directors  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  Board  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Utilities  Commission  shall  be  ex  officio 
members.

Whereas,  Of  the  said  authorized  issue  of  bonds,  the  said 
Executive  Committee  has  heretofore  caused  eighty-two  bonds, 
each  for  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  issued  and  sold ;  and  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  the  balance  of  said  authorized  issue  of  bonds, 
to  wit:  bonds  for  sixty-eight  thousand  dollars  be  now  signed 
and  certified  as  provided  by  said  deed  of  trust,  and  that  a 
committee  consisting  of  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson  and  Mr.  Z.  D. 
Harrison,  a  member  of  this  Committee,  be  appointed  with 
authorty  to  apply  for  and  receive  said  bonds  from  said  Trustees 
and  to  give  to  said  Trustees  a  sufficient  receipt  therefor;  that 
upon  receiving  said  bonds  the  said  Committee  shall  detach 
therefrom  and  cancel  all  past-due  coupons  and  then  deliver  said 
bonds  and  cancelled  coupons  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University, 
the  said  bonds  to  be  by  him  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
President  of  the  said  Corporation,  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  a  claim  of  Dr.  Jose"  M. 
Selden  for  which  on  motion  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  authorized 
to  settle,  if  it  is  a  just  claim  in  his  just  judgment.     It  was  re- 
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solved  that  Dr.  Sioussat  be  paid  a  salary  of  #300  per  annum  as 
Dean  of  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  It  was  also 
resolved  that  the  petition  be  acceded  to,  on  the  part  of  the 
Hedbomadal  Board,  to  postpone  the  opening  of  the  Advent 
Term  in  1910  a  week  later  than  is  the  case  now.  The  Vice- 
Chancellor  read  a  communication  from  Mr.  Guthrie  on  the 
University  Extension  movement,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the 
same  be  referred  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board  with  the  request 
that  they  report  back  to  the  Committee,  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  complete  scheme  dealing  with  the 
movement.  The  Vice-Chancellor  made  a  statement  dealing 
with  conditions  now  obtaining  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Acad- 
emy and  a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  him  to  act  in 
any  emergency  which  might  arise  in  connection  therewith  — 
after  conference  with  the  Chancellor— before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Committee.  Upon  motion  the  Committee  took  a  recess 
until  12  M.  to-morrow.

The  Committee  reconvened  with  the  Chancellor,  Bishops 
Nelson,  Reese  and  Weed,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen,  Robert- 
son, and  Spearing,  and  Messrs.  Harrison  and  Shaffer  present. 
The  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the 
Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  were  also  in  attendance.  Mr.  Gray  made 
a  proposition  towards  securing  an  endowment  and  it  was 
resolved  that  if  the  University  could  secure,  #500,000  endow- 
ment by  applying  at  the  same  time  for  #100,000  for  University 
Extension  as  now  conducted  by  Mr.  Guthrie,  that  then  Mr. 
Gray  be  authorized  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  the  money  on 
this  basis. 

After  conference  among  the  member  of  the  Committee  it  was  i 
unanimously  resolved  that  Dr.  Wm.  B.  Hall  be  and  is  elected  \ 
Vice-Chancellor,  with  the  salary  of  #3,000.  Dr.  Hall  was  then 
invited  to  the  Committee,  and  the  Chairman  notified  him  in 
fitting  terms  of  his  election,  which  he  accepted  in  words  of  much 
feeling  and  earnestness.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gray,  was  elected 
Endowment  Commissioner  and  the  Committee  adjourned.
